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NEW-YORK OFFICES FILBED 


THE LONG EXPECTED NOMINA- 
TIONS OREATE NO SURPRISE. 
GEVERAL CUSTOM-HOUSE PROMOTIONS—MR. 

WOODFORD REMOVED—A RUMOR THAT 

A NEW COLLECTOR WILL BE NAMED. 
Wasuincton, March 1.—Late this after- 
noon the often-announced New-York nomina- 
tions were sent to the Senate by President 
Arthur. They had been so frequently prom- 
ised and the names of nearly all the men at 
last selected had been mentioned so many 
times in connection with the offices 
that when they were really nominated 
their appointments created scarcely more 
than .a ripple of excitement among 
the New-York men at the Capital. 
The nominations of greatest interest in this 
list were those of James L. Benedict to be Sur- 
yeyor of the Port, to succeed Gen. Charles K. 
Graham; Charles K. Graham to be Naval 
Officer, to succeed Silas W. Burt; Andrew J. 
Perry to be General Appraiser of Merchan- 
dise, to. succeed Alexander P. Ketchum, 
recently promoted to the Appraisership; Mer- 
ritt Wickham to be Assistant Appraiser, to 
ill the place made vacant by the death of John 
A. Baush; Elihu Root to be United States At- 
torney for the Southern District of New-York, 
in place of Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, re- 


moved; A. C. Tate to be Marshal of the East- 
ern District, to succeed Samuel R. Harlow; 
James S. Smart to be Collector of Internal 
Revenue in the Fifteenth District, to succeed 
Thomas Stevenson, and Silas W. Burt, the 

resent Naval Officer, to be chief examiner of 

Civil Service Commission. The nomina- 

tion of these persons excited little comment 
among the Senators, and few besides Senator 
Miller understood their significance. Senator 
Miller was not prepared to criticise any of the 
President’s appointments of new officers. 
He scarcely complained of the removal 
of Mr. oodford, as his understanding 
of the recent correspondence between 
the Attorney-General and Mr. Woodford 
had given him the impression that the latter 
had ps gee censure, if not removal. 
If any thing like comment is made by him on 
this case it will probably be in. the form of a 
repetition, in . executive session, cf his 
often stated objections to removals from 
office without cause, before the terms 
for which officers were appointed hve 
expired. Some surprise is expressed because 
Naval Officer Burt was taken from a place 
which he is said to have admirably filled. Mr. 
John J. O’Brien, Mr. M. J. Dady, and Col. 
Michael Cregan, who just dropped down 
here to-night, do not appear to regard 
the selections of the President as aito- 
gether happy, but they consider them as 
having been made with a svumewhat 
strict concern for the Executive expressions 
of loyalty to the principles of civil service re- 
form. Other friends of the President, whose 
notions do notrun in the O’Brien-Dady-Cre- 
ngeomeaggran say that the President has had 
is own way entirely in oxersag up the 
nominations, and that he has made them with 
regard at once for the interests of the public 
business and the good of the Republican Party 
in the State of New-York. 

James L. Benedict is personally known to 
the President, as he has been known to every- 
body doing business in the Custom-house dur- 
ing the last 30 years or more. His appoint- 
ment as Surveyor is considered by those who 
are not politicians as a well-earned promotion. 
Gen. Graham’s appointment as Naval Officer 
is also considered as a promotion, while 
there is a_ disposition to look upon 
the transfer of Col. Burt to the position of 
Chiet Examiner of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion as a humiliation. The salary of Naval 
Officer is $8,000; that of Examiner is $3,000. 
No one who was seen to-day expressed an 
surprise about Gen. Woodford’s removai. 
Since his defiant correspondence with Attor- 
ney-General Brewster it has been expected that 
he would resign ratber than await removal. It is 
scarcely probable that a fight will be made for 
him in the Senate or that any opposition will 
be made to Mr. Root’s confirmation other than 
the general objection by Senator Miller to re- 
movals before the expiration of terms of 
office. Mr. Merritt Wickham, who succeeds 
to the place of the late John A. 
Baush, was mentioned for Assistant Ap- 
praiser in dispatches to THE Times 
several weeks ago, at which time Mr. Donald 
McLean was considered the most favored ap- 

licant for the position of General Appraiser. 

tis said here that in his selection due regard 
pears to have beer given to civil service 
as he is taken from the ranks of the ex- 
aminers and elevated a grade. Mr. Andrew J. 
Perry, who is named for General Appraiser, is 
said here to be known to Kings County people, 
and especially to the Brooklyn Republicans, 
as a man of good standing, a lawyer of ability, 
and nota factional party man. Very little is 
known here about Mr. Tate, the appointee for 
Marshal. Mr. Elihu Root’s friends here are in 
glee over his appointment, which evidently 
gives more general satisfaction than any of 
the others. 

Ex-Congressman James 8. Smart, who has 
been named for Colloctor of Internal Revenue 
in the Fifteenth District, has been for more 
than a year an applicant for the Naval Office. 
More recently he has been spoken of as likely 
to be named Surveyor, and the custom of go- 
a into the country for a candidate for that 
Office was aluded to as cause for hope on his 
part. The salary of the Naval Officer is 
68,000; thatof the Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue in the Fifteenth District is $3,000. Mr. 
Stevenson, who now holds the office, has been 
an occupant of it for many years. No com- 
plaint is made about his management of its 
affairs. The change is one of expediency 
merely. 

Judge John P. Fitch. whose tall form is fa- 
miliar to those who visit the corridor of the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel during the early evening, 
and whose doleful views of the future of the 
Republican Party are made known with great 
publicity, arrived here to-night, and at Wil- 
lard’s he expressed his opinions about 
the new nominations in a characteristi- 
cally free manner. He finds little to 
hope for in the nominations of Mr. 
Benedict or Gen. Graham. ‘This is a great 
help to the party, isn’t it?’ be asks, as he 
foids his hands in the rays of two sparkling 
shirt-studs. “There’s Graham. If be votes 
at all next November, if he doesn’t forget to 
vote, he may vote the Republican ticket. 
Perhaps he will, As for Benedict, he 
was appointed to a place in the Custom- 
house 35 years ago, as a Democrat, and 
he’s voted the Democratic ticket ever since. 
As for Burt, he never voted anything except 
the Democratic ticket.”” Col. Michuel Cregan, 
Jobn J. O’Brien, and Michael J. Dady treat 
the President's nominations very respectfully, 
although it is not difficult to detect a shade of 
surprise because the “boys” were not better 
cared for. Mr. Dady gives high praise to Mr. 
Perry and Mr. Tate, and says the latter is not 
only President of the Eleventh Ward Associa- 

tion, buta thorough-going worker and astrong 
man with the Grand Army “boys.” Mr. Cre- 
gam says be has not come to look for any ap- 
pointments, but to study the organization of 
the new Civil Service Commission. 

There are intimations made to-night that the 
President will to-morrow send in the nomina- 
tion of Mervale W. Cooper to be Collector in 
place of William H. Rebertson. All reports 
that this change was to be made have hithertu 
been emphatically denied by the Pres- 
ident’s friends, but they now say that it 
is possible it will be done. If the 
nomination is delayed the chances for 
the confirmation of the men nominated to-day 
will probably be better than they will be if 
Collector Robertson’s removal should be at- 
tempted to-morrow, for a contest over a nom- 
ination that would so inevitably renew the 
political quarrel of 1881 would crowd all lesser 
nominations to the wall, and make it extreme- 
ly problematical whether any of them could 
be confirmed without an extra executive ses- 
sion of the Senate.

MR. BURT WILL NOT ACCEPT. 

Naval Officer Burt said to a Times re- 
porter last evening that he would ‘most cer- 
tainly decline” the nomination as Chief Ex- 


aminer of the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission. He looked upon the nomination, Mr. 
Durt said, simpiy as a rebuke tohim for having 
beld and strongly advocated the principles o 
 civilservice reform. Had the nomination come 
te him under other circ:mstances—bad he been 


an outsider and had his pecuniary circum- 
stances been different—he might have looked 
upon it as an honor, and have gladly accepted 
the position. But, coming as it did, and re- 
membering that his successor as Naval Officer 
was to be Surveyor Graham, a man who had 
never been in sympathy with civil service re- 
form principles, Mr. Burt could only look 
upon the nomination as a rebuke, and he 
could not and would not accept tle office. 
>. 
THE NEW OFFICERS. 

Gen. Charles K. Graham, who has been nom- 
inated to succeed Silas W. Burt as Naval Officer, 
has long been prominent in public matters in this 
City. He bas served both in the Army ana Navy, 
in the former winning, during the late war, the 
brevet rank of Major-General. In his profession as 
an engineer he has had much to do with local pub- 
lie works. He was appointed Surveyor of the Port 
July 20, 1878, to succeed Gen. E. A. Merritt, who suc- 
ceeded President Arthur as Collector. Gen. Gra- 


ham’s appointment is considered a promotion, al- 
though the salary in the two positions is the same. 

James L. Benedict, who is nominated for Sur- 
veyor, bas served for nearly 30 years in the Cus- 
tom-house, now holding the position of Auditor. 
He first began his labors in the Customs Service 
under Coliector John Cochrane, the date of his ap- 
pointment being May 1. 1853. He is a native of this 
State, is known as a thoroughly competent official, 
and has never been actively identified with politi- 
cal affairs. 

Elihu Root, the nominee for United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, to succeed Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, is a native of Ciinton, Oneida County, N. Y., 
where he was born in 1843. His father is Oren 
Reot, Professor of Mathematics at Hamilton Col- 
lege, at which institution Mr. Root was graduated 
in 1863, vakedictarian of his class. After gradua- 
tion he devoted himself to the studv of the law, 
and was admitted to the Bar in 1866. Soon after 
he came to this City and began the practice of his 
profession. in whiek he has achieved deserved suc- 
cess. He is a member of the law firm of Bartlett 
& Root. Although an ardent Republivan he has 
never held any public office. He has represented 
poe? district—the Twenty-first—on the Central Com- 
mittee. 

Andrew J. Perry, nominated for the office of 
General Appraiser of Merchandise, is about 50 
years of age. and was born in Wilton, Saratoga 
County, N. Y., where his youth was spent. Heisa 

duate of Union College. Comiag to New-York, 
eentered as a clerk the law office of Jobn 
Mason.°and a year later the'office of John H. 
Raymond, and was then admitted to the Bur. 
He formed a partnership with Mr. Raymond in 
1849, which was ended by the latter’s death, and in 
the ensuing year the Hon. Henry R. Pierson, 
of Albany, became his partner. In i851 
Mr. Perry’ associated himself with Jo- 
eeph S$. Bosworth, the partnership  termi- 
nating with the election of tke latter to the 
office of Judge of the Superior Court of New- 
York. Moses B. Maclay was Mr. Perry's law part- 
ner from 1865 te 1866, and since then he has 
been practicing alone. Mr. Perry served as 
School Commissioner from 1855 to 1857 and is now 
President of the Board of Elections in Brooklyn. 
In 1872 he was nominated for member of the 
House of Representatives for the Second Congres- 
sional District of New-York, but was not elected, 
the district being overwhelmingly Democratic. Mr. 
Perry has taken an active part in politics during 
his 20 years’ residence ia Brooklyn. He is an Inde- 
pendent Republican. 

Agustus C. Tate, who has been nominated Mar- 
shal for the Eastern District, is a prominent Brook- 
lyn Republican, who has been an Inspectorin the 
Custom -house in this City sinee 1865. This position 
he received from Preston King, who was 
then Collector, and was recommenced by 
Thurlow Weed, one of whose “ boys” 
Mr. Tate had been. In Brooklyn political circles 
Mr. Tate is well known, as he has always taken 
an active part. In the Garfield campaign he 
was the General of the Boys in Blue organi- 
zation, and for the past two rears has been 
President of the Eleventh Ward Associa- 
tion, and in fact has been supported by 
both factions in that city. Heisalso Past Com- 
mander of Devin’s Post, No. 148, G. A. R., as he 
served in the war, being Captain and afterward 
Major of the One Hundred and Thirty-first 
New-York Volunteers. The appointment to 
the Marshalship was not a surprise to Mr. Tate, as 
he had been a candidate for the position in 1868 
and had several weeks ago received a hint tha: he 
was to receive it. His predecessor, Samuel R. Har- 
low, bad just finished three terms of office, being 
appointed twice by President Grant and once by 
President Haves.

A FAVORABLE CRITICISM. 
, Putting his finger on the name of Mr. Bene- 
Gict, Police Justice Hugh Gardner said: ‘If that is 
Jim Benedict it isa most admirable appointment. 
He is the best-posted man in the Surveyor'’s de- 
partment. Root is a good appointment,” re- 


marked Justice Gardner, turning to the name of 
Mr. Woodford’s successor. “There is only one 
better mar for United States District Attorney 
than Elihu Root, and he is George Bliss. Gen. 
Burt has been a most attentive Naval Officer since 
his appointment.”” Glancing thoughtfully over the 
names, Justice Gardner‘said: * They car bring only 
credit on the appointing power.’ Mr. Perry was 
unknown to the speaker.

ARRIVAL OF GEN. DIAZ. 


RECEIVED AT NEW-ORLEANS BY ASALUTE OF 
17 GUNS—A RECEPTION. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, March 1.—Gen. Porfiro Diaz, 
ex-President of Mexico, accompanied by Sefiora 
Romero Rubio, Bishop Montez de Ocha, Dr, Lycen- 
za, and others, arrived on the steam-ship Yucatan 
this morning. A salute of 17 guns was fired on the 
levee by Battery C, Louisiana Field Artillery. A 
large number of visitors called during the morning; 
among them were Lieut. Randolph, United States 
Army; Adjt.-Gen. Beauregard, Major-Gen. John 
Glynn, and Col. Larendon, representing the State 
Militia; Col. Sinciair and his officers of the Third 
Artillery. At 2:30 a reception was had at the 
Mayor's parlor by representatives of the commer- 
cial bodies. The ex-President was received by 
Acting Mayor Logan, who requested Counvilman 
L, A. Burthe to express the sentiments of the Muni- 
eipal Government, which he delivered in Spanish. 

t isa coincidence that Mr. Burthe served as a 
Captain in the army of Maximilian in 1866. Gen. 
Diaz responded in Spanish, and the band in the 
corridor played the Mexican national hymn. 
Speeches were made for an hour and a half, when 
the party retired. Gen. Diaz visitea the Cotton 
Lxebange and other points of interest during the 
day. The party will remain in this city to witness 
the annual parade of the New-Orleans firemen on 
Sunday. On Monday they will take a special car 
over the Sunset Route and Mexican National! Rail- 
road for Monterey, Mexico, whither they go to at- 
tend the christening of the infant child of Gen. 
Trevino and his wife.

THE CONFERENCE ON THE TARIFF. 


NO DECISION YET REACHED—HOW THE 
WORK WAS DELAYED. 

Wasuincton, March 2.—An informal 
meeting of the conferees on the Tariff bill was 
held this morning, but no action was taken, 
owing to the absence of the Democratic mem- 
bers, and an adjournment was had to await the 
action of the Senate touching the declination 
of Messrs: Bayard and Beck to serve 
upon the committee. At 12 o’clock, the vacan- 
cies not having been filled, the Republican 
members of the committee again met in the 
room of the Senate Committee on Finance, 
and again adjourned without action. 


Representative Carlisle, one of the Dem- 
ocratic conferees, on the part of 
the House, raised the point of 
order that the committee could not proceed to 
the consideration of the business with which 
they were charged unless each body was 
fully represented; that in the absenee of 
the two members on the part ot the Sen- 
ate the committee would not be a full 
conference. After some discussion Mr. 
Morrill, Chairman of the conference commit- 
tee, sustained the point of order, and the com- 
mittee at 12:50 adjourned subject to call 
of the Chairman. The committee, hav- 
ing been filled by the appointment of Sen- 
ators Mahone and McDill, again met at 
2:15 and continued in session most of the time 
till midnight, when an adjournment was taken 
till morning, leaving all the most important 
points of controversy in regard to ta rates 
still unadjusted. ; 

The principal items upon which the commit- 
tee have faiied to reach an agreement during 
their prolonged sessions this afternoon and 
evening are iron, Bessemer steel and steel 
rails, wool, cotton, sugar, and earthenware. 
The charges thus far made in the schedules 
as adopted by the Senate (aside from the above 
mentioned items) are so slight as to cut no fig- 
ure in the work of reconciling the impor- 
tant disagreements of opinion that. still 
exist in the committee of conference. The 
high protectionists made concessions through- 
out the consideration of the bill, although 
in dealing with the ircn schedule and also in 
regard to woolen manufactures, there was an 
effort to hold the rates up to pretty nearly the 
figures of the House bill. Mr. Sherman made 
an earnest speech, in which he urged his fellow- 
Senators on the committee to accede to the 
wishes of the House members, saying it was 
practically a Senate bill, and es such, when in 
conference committee, the Senators ought to 
expect that the House would insist on modifi- 
cations, and it was only fair to concede to the 
House conferees that right. In this liberal 
expression Senator Sherman was joined by 
Senator Mahone, The Chairman, (Mr. Mor- 
rill,) Mr. Aldrich, and Mr. McDill favored the 
lower rates, and in the voting they 
were joined by Mr. Carlisle. In _near- 
ly all the differences the committee 
was divided as between the Senate 
and the House members until toward the 
close, when Messrs. Sherman and Mahone 
showed an inclination to join with the House 
conferees. ft is thought, even by some mem- 
bers of the conference committee, that the 
chances for agreement upon a bill are very 
slight, though the situation is such as to ren- 
der it possible that an agreement may be 
reached in a very short time to-morrow 
morning.

A “SCENE” IN THE HOUSE. 
MR. VAN VOORHIS FORCED TO MAKE AN 
APOLOGY FOR INSULTING WORDS, 

Wasaincton, March 1.—Congressman 
Van Voorhis again got into trouble in the 
House this evening. In the eourse of the bebate 
upon the appropriation in the River and 
Harbor bill for the improvement of the Sacra- 
mento River, he declared that it was an 
outrageous and damnable item, and that no 
one but a gambler or a cut-throat would have 
put it into the bill This was Mr. Page's pet 


appropriation, and the epithets were at once 
applied, in members’ minds, tohim. Mr. Van 
Voorhis had spoken of him night before last 
as a mule-driver and stage-driver, who 
couldn't crack his whip over the House, 
and this was also recalled. The words were 
‘*taken down.” Mr. McLane moved t> expel 
Mr. Van Voorhis. After some debate the 
New-York member apologized to the House 
and declared that he had intended no personal 
allusion. Mr. McLane withdrew his motion, 
but the fiery Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, offered 
a resolution that Mr. Van Voorhis should 
be reprimanded at the bar of the 
House. Mr. Page urged him to with- 
draw it. Mr. Van Voorhis arose to 
apologize again, but he would have aroused 
fresh opposition by unwise language if his 
friends had not restrained him. e then 
apologized. Mr. Herbert refused to withdraw 
his resolution, but after some conciliatory re- 
marks by others the resolution was defeated 
by a vote of 66 to 78.

THE GIRL WHO ROBBED HER SISTER. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 1.—Laura Smith, the 
young girl charged by her sister, Mrs. Cornelia 
Craig, residing at No. 1,203 South Twenty-third- 
street, with stealing her account-book of the Phila- 
delphia Saving Fund, forging her name, and draw- 
ing $1,057 from the fund, had a hearing before 
Magistrate Smith to-day. Mrs. Craig testified to 
the stealing of the book, as told in the dispatches a 
few daysago. Walter Smith deposed to several 
conversations held with the prisoner, his sister, 
and to her confessing the robbery, implicating Dr. 
Martin V. Chapman as the instigator of the theft. 
The accused, on being asked the usual questions, 
denied all knowledge of the matter, which led the 
magistrate to remark: ‘“ You are the most unmiti- 
gated liar lever heard. You confessed the whole 
matter tomea weekago. Find bail in $1,000 to 
appear at court.” Dr. Chapman was called, but 
failed to appear and his bail was declared forfeited. 
He was subsequently arrested by Special Oflicer 
Trefts and commited under $1,500 bail for trial.

ENGLISH MANUFACTURERS ABROAD. 

NASHVILLE, March 1.—Sir Titus Salt and 
Sir Charles Stead, with Mr. Howson and two other

A PRIZE-FIGHTER KILLED 


JAMES ELLIOTT MURDERED BY 
JERRY DUNN. 

FATAL MEETING IN A CHICAGO SALOON— 
END OF A BITTER FEUD—DUNN 
DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED—NO REMORSE 
EXPRESSED. 

Cutcaco, March 1.—James Elliott, the 
pugilist, was shot and killed to-night in the 
Tivoli saloon, No. 116 Dearborn-street, by 
Jerry Dunn, a well-known sporting character 
of this city, and formerly a resident of 
New-York. Thestories as to the shooting are 
of the most contradictory character, although 
the tragedy occurred in the presence of a score 
of people. From out of the mass of inter- 
views had by reporters to-night with those who 
actually witnessed the occurrence the follow- 
ing statement has been sifted, and probably 
pretty nearly represents the facts: Since De- 
cember last there has been bad blood 
between the two men. Dunn was a 
friend and backer of John L. Sul- 
livan, and after the Sullivan-Elliott 
sparring exhibition fizzle here, Dunn freely 
expressed to reporters his opinion that Elliott 
was a “coward” and a “dunghill,” and afraid 
to meet Sullivan with gloves or without them. 
Elliott was equally complimentary in his 
remarks about Dunn, and in various bar- 
rooms and places where sports congregate did 
not hesitate to say that Dunn was a ‘dirty 
dog, a liar, and not a sporting man, buta 
hanger-on and pimp.” 

For more than four weeks the two men have 
been understood to have been looking for each 
other in the usual and approved style, 
sporting men generally anticipated 
just such an outcome as has happened. 
* Paddy” Ryan, the pugilist, who was 
knocked out of time’ by Sullivan, said that 


these two men had to meet, and one of them 
had to die and the other one go to the station- 
house, At the Morgue to-night he said: 

‘*What did I tell you? There is Elliett a 
lump of clay and Jerry is at the armory.” 

At 8o’clock to-night Elliott was seated at 
a table in the Tivoli with Fred Plaisted, the 
oarsman, and had just ordered supper. 
Everything was quiet and orderly, and 
not more than 20 persons, male and female, 
were in the house at the time. Dunn entered 
the dining-hall from the street unnoticed, and 
the crowd was suddenly startled by a shot. 
Opinions differ as to who fired first, 
but there can be no room for guarrel 
as to the fact that both men handled their 
pistols. Elliott was seen to jump to his feet, 
seize a chair, and strike Dunn over the head 
with it. Eight shots were fired immediately 
afterward by the two men, who then clinched 
and fell upon the floor. At this juncture 
Officers Coughlin and Dennehy appeared on 
the scene. They were passing the restaurant 
just at the moment, and rushed in on hearing 
the sound of the pistol shots. 

Coughlin disarmed Dunn, who was on top, 
and Dennehy tore #lliott’s revolver from his 
grasp. It was then seen that Elliott was 
mortally wounded, having been shot twice, 
one ball entering the abdomen and another 
entering the left groin. He was placed on 
the stretcher of a Police patrol wagon and 
started for the County Hospital, two miles 
distant, but died when about half the 
journey had been accomplished. Dunn 
was placed in a carriage with Officer 
Coughlin and driven to MHarrison-street 
station, where it was found that he had 
been shot twice, one: bullet striking him 
on the centre of the forehead, glancing up- 
ward beneath the scalp and coming out 
near the crown of the head, while the other 
had passed through the fleshy part of the left 
arm below the elbow. 

Dr. A. J. Baxter, who examined his wounds, 
said that brain fever will probably re- 
sult from the wound in the head, and 
in that case Dunn will die. The wound 
in the arm is not serious. Dunn’s feeling 
on the subject may be expressed by quoting 
his own words, uttered directly after the 
shooting, which were: ‘‘ He’s been looking for 
me, and he has foundme, I’m —— —— glad 
I’ve killed the ——.” 

** The first I knew,” said Dunn toa reporter 
at the Armory, ‘‘was something struck me 
on the head with a thud. I reeled and 
caught the table to save myself, and 
when I looked up 1 saw _ Elliott in 
front of me with a gun in his hand, pointed at 
my belly. I threw up my left arm just as he 
fired a second time. The ball went in below 
the elbow, struck the boneand came out on 
the other side. He had aimed at my head the 
first time, but seeing that didn’t settle me he 
aimed at my beliy. The first ball struck 
me on the forehead and ran under the 
scalp several inches and came out, If I had 
turned tail he would have killed me sure. 
I pulled my gun and fired as I went 
toward him, and he _ continued firing 
at me. Along toward the last, he said: 
‘What are you doing, Jerry? Isaid, ‘Iam 
protecting myself. Lam with you, you d——d 
cur.’ I wouldn’t have turnea tail for a mil- 
lion. If I had, he could have taken better aim, 
So I pulled out my gun and banged away. I 
didn’t know he was there whenI wentin. He 
has been lying in wait tor me for several 
weeks in places where his associations didn’t 
bring him at all. Walt Clayton can tell you 
he did at the ‘ Drum.’ ” 

** What was his grudge against you ?” 

** 1 said in an interview with a reporter that 
my associations were with gentlemen—that I 
had no aftinity with prize-tighters or other 
criminal characters. That was in answer to a 
remark he had made.” 

**Did you know he was dead ?”” 

. No.”’ 

** His body is at the Morgue.” 

“Well, it is better to be in jail than dead.”’ 

During the conversation Dunn was flighty 
and very much excited, put his hand to his 
head, and seemed to be in great pain. He 
then refused to say anything further, as his 
medical attendants imsist on his remaining 

uiet. : 

. Dunn was born in Oswego, N. Y., and was 
at one time, it is reported, Chief of Police at 
Elmira. He removed to New-York City, and 
there got into an altercation with a ward 
striker known as “Logan No. 2,” and 
killed him in a fight. He ran away and came 
to Chicago, and afterward went to 
St. Louis, where he was arrested and 
turned over to Detectives Irving and 
Dusenberry, of New-York, and taken to that 
city. He was tried there, convicted of man- 
slaughter, and sentenced to four years in Sing 
Sing. He was pardoned out, it is understood, 
after serving a portion of his term, and in 
1874 came to Chicage, where he has 
achieved some notoriety in sporting circles. 
He followed the Eastern circuit one season 
and owned a trotting horse, but was never 
recognized as belonging to the upper circles 
of turfmen. His associations here have been 
mainly with the tough element, although he 
was quiet and gentlemanly in his demeanor 
and in no way anxious to inaugurate trouble 
with any one. 

Dunn is a partner of McKee Rankin ina 
breeding farm on an island in the Detroit 
River, where they own a number of promising 
thorough-bred horses.

THE CAUSE OF THE CRIME. 
PREVIOUS BAD FEELING BETWEEN THE MEN 
—A FORMER MURDER BY DUNN. 

Harry Hill received a private dispatch from 
Chicago last evening informing him of the killing 
of Elliott by Jerry Dunn, and he aunounced the 
tidings from the stage of his theatre, on 
East Houston-street. To a Times reporter 
he said that the killing of Elliott doubtless 
grew out of the attack made upon him (Mr. Gill) 
by Elliott while he was in Chicago about a month 
ago, awaiting the arrival of Mace and Slade. 
He had befriended Elliett in various ways, and 
finally succeeded in obtaining his pa:don when 
be was serving out a term in the Trenton State 
prison for his fight with Jim Dunn im 1865. He alse 
paid his fine, amounting to $700, and gave 


him $10 when he _ arrived here from 
prison entirely destitute. Aitovether it cost him 
$1,700, and he never geta cent of it back. Ellio:: 
proved himself an ungrateful eur. He wasa bully 
and a blackguard, and took every opportunity of 
maligning and abusinghim. When Elliott issued 
his challenge recently to fieht Sullivan. and the 


parties interested met in the Police Gazette office to 
sign the articles, Harry, Hill was proposed for 
stakeholder. Elliott objected and said that he (Hill) 
was not good enough to hold his money. Hill there 
denounced him asan ungrateful wretch. There 
had been bad blood between Elliott and Dunn 
growing out of Elliett’s grossly insulting Billy Cron- 
im, an Irish comedian, a protégé of Hill, 
who is running a theatre in Chicago. 
Cronin is a much smaller man _ than 
Elliott, and the latter abused him in a gross man- 
ner and threatened to kill him. Dunn is a friend 
ef Cronin, and took up the cudgels in his 
behalf. This oecurre on the Saturday 
previous to Mr. Hill’s arrival in Chicago. 
The next day Hill and some friends 
went to a sporting resort kept by a man named 
Davis with some friends and met Dunn there. As 
he subsequently ascertained, Dunn had come 
there with Cronin, looking for Elliott, intend- 
ing to whip Elliott if he again attacked 
Cronin. The latter abused Elliott im the presence 
of Dunn, but Elliott was too cowardly to resent it 
while Dunn was there. When the Chicago news- 
paper men  interviewied Hill, he told 
them that Elliott was a cur and a 
coward, was always challenging everybody 
but fighting nobody. This statement ws printed 
in the Chicago papers and this incensed Elliott. 
On the day that Hill left Chicago, Elliott came 
into the bar-room with six‘ plug uglies,” with 
the avowed intention of killing him., He 
was warned of this by the officer of the hotel, who 
hastily summoned some of Hiil’s friends, and 
Elliott then retired, but went boasting about 
Chicago that he bad “driven Harry Hill out of 
the town.” This doubtless reached the ears of 
Dunn, who was friendly to Hill, and probably gave 
rise to the quarrel which culminated in tie killing 
of Elliott. 

Elliott, who was known to the fistio fraternity as 
“Cock-eyed Elliott,” was a native of this City, 
about 43 years old, and started in life as a newsboy. 
His firat recorded appearance in the ring was on May 
28, 1860, when he fought William, alias ‘* Nobby,” 
Clark, in New-Jersey. This was an impromptu 
affair, for a purse of $50. Elliott was to 
have met a pugilist named King, but the 
latter did not come to time and the fight with 
Clark was gotten up for the entertainment 
ofthe disappointed spectators. Clark won after 
an hour's battle. On Jan. 6, 1862, Elliott fought 
Hen Winkle at Weehawken. Ninety-five rounds 
were fought in two hours and a quarter, and then 
the fight was deelareda “draw.” On Nov. 16, 1862, 
he engaged in a_boxing-match for $25, near Bos- 
ton, with ** Big’’ Bailey, and Elliott was declared 
the winner. On Jan. 9, 1863, he was about to en- 
cage in a boxing-match with ‘*Dan” Kerri- 
gan at the National Theatre. in’ Boston, but 
the Police raided the piace and broke up 
tbe match. On May 11, 1863, Elliott and “Jim” 
Dunn met for a fight at Camp Scott, Staten Island. 
When the combatants had stripped for the fight 
the Police appeared and drove the combatants 
and spectators away. Two days later they 
met again and fought at Weehawken. After ficht- 
ing 12 rounds, in 385 minutes, Dunn was declared 
the winner. While returning from the 
fight 75 of the spectators were arrested. 
On June 3, 1864. while returning from a 
fizht between Dooney Harris and Patsey Marley, 
Elliott was arrested for the fight between himself 
and Dunn and was sent to prison fortwo and ahalf 
years. Through the efforts of Harry Hill he was 
released on June 4, 1865. On July 4, 1882, he 
had a set-to with Jonn L. Sullivan at Washington 
Park, and at that time he objected to Harry Hill's 
presence on the platform. He had then been out 
of Sing Sing State Prison only six months, he hav- 
ing been sent to prison for a burglary at Moss's 
pawnshop, in Catharine-street, in company with 
George, alias ‘* Cully,” Lockwood and others. 

Jerry Dunn is about 50 years of age,a native 
of the Sixth Ward, in this City. He was a 
newsboy in early life and picked up a falr 
education, much superior to that possessed 
by people of his class. This made his 
associates respect him. An ungovernable temper 
made them fear him in moments of anger. He 
had never fought in the ring, having 
been a trainer rather than a fichter., 
and never aspiring to anything beyond 
sparring exhibitions. At the Hoffman House 
bar this morning, where a number of boxers 
and fighters were congregated, it’ was 
stated that Dunn had threatened to kill 
both Eiliott and Sullivan on sight. 
His last public appearance was only a few days 
ago, when he delivered the oration at the funeral 
of John McCormick, the notorious Chicago gam- 
bler, whose dying request was that Dunn should 
perform the funeral services. 

Dunn is the same fellow who shot James Logan, 
who was known as * Number Two,” and who was 
arrested for suspected eemplicity in the Rogers 
murder, on Dec. 29, 1869. He led the detectives a 
long and remarkable chase before he was cap- 
tured. About 1 o’clock on the morning of 
that day, Logan and his mistress, Carrie 
Smith, sat down in the supper-rooms 
at No. 25 West Houston-street, at a table near Jer- 
ry Dunn and his friends. The latter directed in- 
sulting remarks at the girl, which Logan resented. 
The girl went out into the street and the crowd 
followed, and after mere wrangling Dunn drew a 
pistol and tired at Logan, wounding him fatally in 
the breast. Dunn was seized by Officer Critten- 
den, of the Eighth Preeinct, who, however, re- 
leased him on being told that the murderer had 
gone back into the saloon. Dunn fied from tne 
City, and was not found until 10 months later. 
Chief James Irving and Detective Thomas Dus- 
enbury, under the direetion of Superintendent 
Kelso, traced him from Massachusetts to Chieago, 
and then through Chattanooga, Atlanta, Corinth, 
thence eastward and northward to Baltimore, and 
again westward to St. Louis, where he was 
finally arrested and brought to New-York. He 
was convicted of manslaughter and sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment. Dunn was then known 
to the Police as one of the most dangerous men in 
New-Yerk, and had been sentenced for defrauding 
houses of bad character in the capacity of a bogus 
detective. He had committed numerous desperate 
assaults, one of them upon Gerson Cohen. on elec- 
tion day, in 1869, and had been several times con- 
victed on such charges. 
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A RAILROAD BILL CARELESSLY RE- 
PORTED. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 1.—The Railroad 
Committee reported a billin the Legislatureto-day, 
as an amendment to the General Railroad law, 
which, it had beeu supposed, was designed to cover 
the question of allowing the Hartford and Harlem 
Railroad Company to consolidate with a connecting 
road in New-York from the Connecticut line, but 
a careful examination of the bill shows that it per- 
mits consolidation with the New-York and New- 
England Road at Hartford. The Heuse Chair- 
man of the Railroad Committee said _ this 
afternoon that such was not the intention 
of the committee, but evidently the cemmittee 
had been carelessly induced to practically grant a 
special charter to the Hartford and Harlem under 
a pretense of amending the railroad law. The bill 
prevents consolidation by existing roads with apy 
parallel or competing road. As a whole it is 
very obnoxious to all the operating roads 
in the State,. and will no doubt be fougbt 
vigorously. The Legislature would probably 
have granted the single request of the Hartford 
and Harlem for consolidation in New-York, but 
will look with apprehension upon a bill which will 
enable the New-York and New-Engiand to form 
a union, and upon the consolidation issue bonds to 
a large amount. 
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REFORM WANTED IN CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, March 1.—lt has been ascer- 
tained to-day thata circular signed by 40 influen- 
tial citizens of both parties is about to be issued 
calling upon the citizens generally to joinina 
movement for securing the election of better 
mento the municipal offices. One meeting has 
already been held to which only the 40 signing the 


circular were admitted. A public meeting will be 
held soon. The purpose is to copy in a considerable 
measure after the movement of the Philadelphia 
Committee of One Hundred, It is proposed to let 
the managers of political conventions know that 
there is a great number of independent voters in 
the city who can be appeased only by 
good nominations. When the nominations are 
made a citizens’ committee will carefully 
scrutinize each ticket. and seleeting the men who 
are the most worthy will recommend them to the 
people for election. The best men are to be 
selected, without regard to the ticket upon 
which their names are found. The million-dollar 
sanitary relief bill is referrrd to as a “ spasm’’ and 
“a desperate measure,’ and the belief expressed 
that if it is to result in permanent good the desired 
relief must come from some deeper source.

AN EFFECTIVE DAY'S WORK BY THE STAR

Wassrncton, March 1.—The testimony 
given in the star route trial to-d«y is regarded

MRS, CLARA NEYMANN’S LECTURE ON THE 
QUESTION. 

The New-York City Woman’s Suffrage As- 
sociation met last evening at the residence of Mrs. 
Dr. Clemence S. Lozier, at No. 108 West Forty- 
eighth-street.

Cc. C. Goss, Mr. A. O. Willcox, and Miss McAdam. 
Mrs. Clara Neymann read the paper of the 
evening, which was entitled: ‘‘Is Universal 
Suffragea Failure?’ “Every great innovation,” 
said the essayist, “ has had to fight its way before 
it was accepted by the masses. Whena new idea 
appears it is met first by ridicule, then follow 
slander, antagonism, a well-meant opposition, 
and, fimally, success.. We come armed witb a 
knowledge of the past and aspirations for the 
future. ey ewed We intend to win over to 
our side the brightest intellect, and to lay siege to 
the hearts of the best and the bravest. Man, who 
for centuries bas been accustomed to look 
upon woman as weak and inferior, can- 
not at once regard. her as his co- 
worker in every high: and noble endeaver. 
The freedom of a country stands in direct relation 
to the position of its women. America, which has 
proclaimed the freedom of man, has developed a 
finer womanhood, and bas done more for the ele- 
vation of woman than any other country in exist- 
ence. It is a common remark among men that 
they look out for our welfare, and they are our 
natural protectors. Is this really so? I doubt it, 
for it is a natural law that every one looks out tor 
bis own interest first.

FRESH PUBLIC BURDENS 
TRYING TO SADDLE NEW-YORK 


TAX-PAYERS. 
NEW DEMOCRATIC MEASURES IN ALBANY— 


THE NIAGARA FALLS PARK S&CHEME—- 


JOBN KELLY AND THE POLICE. 
ALBANY, March 1.—Two more of those 
Democratic measures for seddling increased bur- 


' dens upon the tax-payers of New-York City (the 


number of bills of this class that have been intro- 
duced into this Democratic Legislature is without 
parallel in the history of the Statesince Tweed 
centrolled the Albany legislators) came up in Com- 
mittee of the Wholein the Assembly to-day. The 
first of these was an old visitor, andas for thet 
matter both have been introduced to the 
attention of former Legislatures, with this 
distinction, however, in the manner of 
their disposition: Republican Legislatures have 
frowned upon them and finally deposited them 
in the waste-basket. This Democratic Legislature 
not only countenances them, but is anxious to 
enact them into laws. Mr. Mullaney’s bill pro- 
poses that the Department of Charities and Cor- 
rection shall increase the salaries of the keep- 


ers of the City prisons to $80a month. Mr. Oak- 
ley’s bill requires that the salaries of the members 
of the Park Police force shall be increased nearly 
20 percent. Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Howe, of New- 
York, both opposed. these bills on the 
grounds of unconstitutionality and the impro- 
priety of this Legislature tinkering with 
the local Jaws'of New-York. The Department 
otf Parks and the Department of Charities 
and Correction were both better qualified to judge 
of the necessity of increased salaries than the 
members of a Legislature who know nothing of 
the nature of the duties of New-York employes. 
At the suggestion of Farmer Brooks the Mullaney 
bill was laid aside, retaining its place on general 
orders. Another bill, he told the House, was on 
its way throuzh the Legislature that reorganized 
the Charities and Correction Department, and it 
would probably be found that it entirely covered 
the ground sought to be covered by Mr. Mullaney. 
Upon the Oakley bill the committee was granted 
leave to sit again. 

Mr. Benedict again brought up in Committee of 
the Whole his proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution providing for biennial sessions of the Legis- 
lature. The clerical Keyes, of Westchester, who is 
unwilling to give the people of the State an oppor- 
tunity to say whether. they favor such a proposi- 
tion as this, which is so decidedly in the 
interest of economy, moved to strike out 
the enacting clause. The motion received no 
support whatever, and was abandoned by 
its author. Messrs. J. W. Brooks, Hunt, and Bene- 
dict spoke in favor of the amendment. The latter 
gentleman said that all the influential newspapers 
of the State, except those that had fallen into the 
hands of monopolists, were in favor of biennial 
sessions. Mr. Benedict was the only Democrat 
who advocated the amendment. It came out of 
committee without opposition, and was ordered 
to a third reading without further comment. 

When the bill providing for creating a State 
park at Niagara Falls came up for discussion in 
Committee of the Whole, Mr. Miller, who has it in 
charge, made a vigorous argument in its behalf, 
and was seconded by Mr. Roosevelt. Mr. DeWitt, 
of Ulster. endeavored to amend the Dill/so as to 
compel the Commissioners who are to investigate 
and report upon the cost of the project to pay 
their own expenses. Mr. J. W. Brooks character- 
ized the amendment as mean and contemptible in 
its spirit. 

Mr. Benedict spoke against the measure.” He said 
if there was anything that Gov. Cornell had ever 
done to commend himself to the people it was to 
veto a bill of the same sort. Already one commis- 
sion had expended $4,000 or $5,000 to do exactly the 
same work that was contemplated by this bill. The 
whole scheme was, in his estimation, sentimental 
and extravagant. Mr. Benedict drewa picture of 
the geese and swans, the Jeafy trees and the gray- 
eled walks of such a State park, that provoked the 
laughter of the House. He admitted that he had 
little or no sentiment in him. He saw in thisa 
grand scheme for spending the money of the State. 

Mr. Howe said that the most distinguished 
Democrats of the State, ex-Govs. Seymour and Rob- 
inson among them, favored this bill. He believed 
izat the members of both political parties in the 
State would wiilingly bear their pro rata share of 
the taxation that would be imposed upon them. 
Mr. O'Neil, of Franklin, criticised Mr. Benedict’s 
economic objections as being inconsistent with his 
acts and votes ou other measures involving an ex- 
penditure of money. He favored the bill, and did 
not believe that the members of ether rural coun- 
ties would be frightened by any figures or state- 
ments alleging that the country districts would be 
burdened by heavy taxes if the bill became a law. 

As was foreshadowed by the appearance of the 
Hon. John Kelly in this city, a bill affeeting the 
centrol of the New-York Police Department was 
introduced to-day by Mr. E. A. Schwarz, one of his 
henchmen. It legislates out of office those two 
Commissioners who have the shortest term to serve 
—Messrs. French and Matthews—and retains at 
the head of the department the two long term 
Commissioners—“ Sid’’ Nichols and Joel Mason. 
The bill was immediately sent to the Cities Com- 
mittee, from which a favorable report may be ex- 
pected at an early day. 

Mr. Crane offered a bill making the office of the 
Register of the City of New-York salaried, and re- 
quiring the fees now received by that officer to be 
paid into the City Treasury. The Register’s salary 
is fixed at $6,000, and an allowance of $29,000 ad- 
ditional is granted for clerk hire. The 1st of Janu- 
ary, 1884, is fixed for the bill to go into effect. The 
Commissioner of Accounts is authorized to make 
monthly examinations of the affairs of the 
office, and to publish the results in the City Hecord. 
The bill further provides that the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Commonalty shall not be held liable for 
any wrongful acts or omissions on the Register’s 


pert. 

Mr. Miller introduced a bill making it manda- 
tory upon the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to appropriate whatever amount of money 
shall be certified by the Board of Education as 
necessary for the annual expenses of the public 
schools, 

Among the visiters to the Assembly floor were 
ex-Gov. Cullom, of illinois, who said that his visit 
to Albany was solely for the purpose of seeing 
the Capitol, about whose magnificence he had 
heard so muchin his Western home. The cost of 
the great “public calamity” and the number of 
swindles that have been perpetrated in its erec- 
tion, when called to his attention, only added to 
his amazement. He was accompanied by Senator 
Waddell, of New-Hampshire. 

Mr. John Kelly aud bis private secretary, Col. 
John J. Mooney. also visited the chamber. On the 
motion ef Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Kelly was awarded 
the privileges of the floor. Many of the Tilden 
Democrats pressed themselves into Mr. Kelly's 
presence and patronizingly shook him by the hand. 

The committee having the Grady Freedom of 
Worship bill under consideration has decided to 
report it favorably with some amendments to- 
morrow. One amendmeat givesthe managers of 
the public institutions authority to fix the hours at 
which the Cathvlic clergymen shall conduct their 
peculiar religious services in those institutions. 
The other strikes out certain words which give the 
clergy the right to administer religious consola- 
tion to infamts whose parents are or were of the 
Catholic ‘faith, Toe Ways and Means Com- 
mittee heard this afternoon the 
of ex-Agsemblyman Livingston and John 
M. Kuox, Jr., im tavor of the _ bill 
releasing thé title of the State to certain lands for- 
merly owned by John G. Leake, whose estate fur- 
nisbed the means of establishing the Leake and 
Watts Orphan House in New-York. Mr. Leake 
was an alien, and, under the law, these lands 
escheated to the State upon his death. Their 
value is estimated at $100,000. The Orphan House 
has accommodations for a larger number of in- 
mates than are now cared for, but the managers 
requife additional means to enable them 
to carry out their benevolent desires. 
Another Democratic scheme to grab pat- 
rovage will be presented to the Assembly, to 
be rushed through at an early day. It is embodied 
in a bill introduced by Mr. Poucher, of Oswego, 
which was referred to the Judiciary Committee, of 
which he is Chairman, and will be reported upon 
favorably to-merrow. It provides that where an 
office becomes vacant during the recess of the 
Legislature it may be filled in advance by the Gov- 
ernor, who may, before the close of the present 
session, send in his nomtinationsto fill the vacan- 
cies and have them confirmed by the present Sen- 
ate. The Democrats evidently fear that the 
public condemnation of their acts will be so 
vigorously expressed at the November clection 
that the next Senate will have a Republican ma- 
jority, when there may be some Gifficulty in secur- 
ing the confirmation of the Governor's appoint- 
ments. There is a desire on the part of the Demo- 
cratic leaders to adjourn the Legisiature (efore 
the terms of oifice of the Bank and 
Ineurance Superintendents expire, in order 
that the impression may go abvroad 
that the State Democraey favors short 
and economical sessions. Underthe existing law 
either of these Superintendents will hold over un- 
til their suceessors have been confirmed bv the 
Senate.

Before the Republicans had got 
through with their amendments Mr. Titus moved 
to rise and report progress, which was carried by a 
party yote. When in the Senate Mr. Titus 
moved to disagree with the report of the 
committee and order the bill to a third 
reading. A long discussion followed, in which 
the Republicans charged that the bill was purely a 
— measure to gobble up patronage for the 

emocrats, and that indecent haste was shown in 
rushing it through under the party whip before it 
could be perfected and shorn of its many outrage- 
ous and utterly indefensible provisions. The same 
thing, they said, was attempted yesterday, and 
yet the friends of the bill had admitted that 
it was imperfect then by adopting one of 
the amendments proposed by the Republicans 
to-day. Mr. Titus’s motion was carried by a strict 
party vote, and the bill was ordered to a third 
reading. Some of the Republican Senators are in 
favor of resorting to the tactics employed by the 
Democrats last Winter on the Railroad Commission 
bill, and refusing to vote when the bill comes up 
for final passage. Asitisa three-fifths bill it can- 
not pass without some Republican votes. The 
tactics, though denounced as revolutionary last 
Winter, were successful in forcing a change in the 
Commission bill. 

The “ Rodef Scholem”’ Cemetery bill, which seeks 
to acquire additional Jand im Queens County for 
cemetery purposes, eonsumed most of the balanee 
of the session and gave rise toa spicy and very 
personal verbal encounter between Mr. Grady, 
who advocated the bill, and Mr. Covert, who op- 
posed it. When the same bil) was under discus- 
sion yesterday Mr. Grady made some sneering 
allusions to the citizens of Queens County, repre- 
senting them as being a _ half-dead-and-alive 
sort of people until New-Yorkers forced a. little 
business and enterprise among them by pianting 
cemeteries over there. Among other things he 
said, in a joking way, that a dead New-York poli- 
ticjan bad more life in him than the average 
Queens County citizen. Mr. Covert, in referring 
to these remarks, said to-day that he was inclined 
to admit the truth of the laft remark, and that the 
Senator from the Sixth furnished an_ illus- 
tration of it. He was supposed to be po- 
litically dead a few years ago, but he had been 
brought to life by the revivifying influences 
of New-York City politics and now comestumbling 
into the Senate, like the clown in the circus, ex- 
claiming: “Here loam again.” As to the original 
settlers of Queens County, whom the Senator from 
the Sixth had represented as carvers of tomb- 
stones, he would inform the Senator that when his 
progenitors were hunting potato bugs in 
that distressed isle beyond the sea_ these 
original settlers of Queens County were en- 
gaged in honest husbandry, paid their rents 
willincly, and did not look upon a landlord asa 
hated being and upon a “suspect” as a “ thing of 
beauty and a joy forever.”’

THE BLISS-SPRAGUE CONTEST. 
THE DEMOCRATIC MOTION TO POSTPONE THE 
SUBJECT FOR A WEEK LOST. 

ALBANY, March 1.—The Assembly held a 
protracted session this evening in the discussion of 
the majority report of the Contested Eleetions 
Committee giving Henry L. Sprague (Republican) 
the seat now occupied by Thales S. Bliss, (Demo- 
erat.) of tke Thirteentn District of New-York. 
Prior to the evening session, the Democrats, who 
are opposed to the report, succeeded in getting a 
caucus of their party called for the purpose of 
binding every Demoerat on the floor to vote 
against it. This proposition, however, was yoted 
down and another was snbstituted by Col. 
Murphy to postpone the final vote upon 


the report fora week. This was declared carried 
by Mr. McCarren, although the justness of the 
decision was criticised by many of his associates 
who declared that they would be bound by no ac- 
tion of a caucus that was reached by a 
sueh unfair means: When the House too 
up the report, Ex-Judge Smith, of Herkimer, 
made along argument in favor of allowing Mr. 
Bliss to retain his seat. During his remarks he 
yielded his seat to the watery-eyed Waterbury, his 
lawyer, and that gentleman busied himself in sena- 
ing around notes to Democratic members, 

Mr. Rice, the Democratic Chairman of the Con- 
tested Elections Committee, took the ground that 
Mr. Sprague was justly entitled toa seat onthe 
floor. He reviewed the testimony step by step, 
carefully weighing the testimony of each witness, 
and showed how the error of the poll elerk 
in transferring the figures from the soiled tally 
sheet to the clean one that was to be submitted as 
the fina! return had given Mr. Bliss his apparent ma- 
jority. Mr. Rice pleaded eloguently for justice to be 
done by his Democratic associates in this case. He 
disposed ef a number of scurrilous statements that 
have been made in certain newspapers by declar- 
ing that he never kneweither Mr. Chapin or Mr. 
Sprague before the ist of January, and he never 
was a member of ary seeret society to which 
they belonged. Gen. Spinola attempted to arouse 
the partisan prejudices of the Democrats in one of 
his shirt-collar orations. Major Bartlett, who 
signed the minority report, and Mr. Roesch both 
declared that they had weighed the evidence end 
were convinced that Mr. Bliss was ertitled 
to his seat. Mr. Roesch made the start- 
ling discovery that the election returns 
from the disputed district had no _ hole 
in it such as was found in the other returns that 
were filed on election night on the spindles at the 
Police stations. This, in his estimation, was sug- 
gestive of a fraudulent scheme on the part of Mr. 
Sprague’s friends by the substitution of a return 
that had never gone through the routine adopted 
by the Police in dispasing of these slips of paper. 
The spindle holes were passed around among the 
Democratic brethren for their inspection. 

Mr. Rice upset this theory by pieking out from 
the volume of returns half a dozenthat gave Mr. 
Bliss a heavy majority over Mr. Sprague, but yet 
bore no signs of a spindle hole upon them.

THE EXPIRING CONGRESS 
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TARIFF TROUBLES AND APPROPRI- 

ATIONS IN THE SENATE. 

MANY DEMOCKATIC MEMBERS REFUSE TO 
SERVE ON THE TARIFF CONFERENCE— 
THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILI PASSED. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—In the Senate to- 
day Mr. Bayard, rising toa personal explanation, 
said that he wished to make a statement as to the 
reasons which had impelled his colleague (Mr. 

Beck) and himself to withdraw from the confer- 

ence committee on the tax bill. After reading the 

resolution adopted by the Senate yesterday direct- 
ing its conferees to withdraw if they found thata 
full and free conference could not be obtained, he 
said that his colleague and he had been unable, 
under the information brought before the commit- 
tee by the House conferees, to come to any other 
conclusion than that it was not a full and fair con- 
ference. The House conferees were bound by the 
action of the body which had selected them and 
could not confer fully and fairly with the’ Senate. 
It was from a profound sense of what was due to 
the Senate, it was from an equal sense of what was 
due toaco-ordinate branch of this Government, 
that he and his colleague had obeyed what they 
believed was the clear intent amd clear and posi- 
tive instructions’of the Senate. The privilege and 
constitutional power of the Senate to possess and 
exercise a co-ordinate share of the legislative pow- 
ers of the Government should never be and could 
never be subjected to the individual judgment of 
five members of the House, or the House itself. 

When the House had declared that the Senate had 

not the power to engraft tariff legislation on an in- 

ternal revenue bill, the conferees could not change 


at their will the formal, emphatic, clear expression 
of the House, The Senate conferees could not act 
on such a tentative and capricious proceeding as 
this, and it was their duty to have submitted the 
matter to the Senate. 

Mr. Beck declared that he would not have left 
the ‘committee of conference on any merely tech- 
nical objeetion. but he thought the reasons set 
forth by Mr. Bayara were substantial and not tech- 
nical. Ihe House conferees had no bill, no amend- 
ments, nothing that the Senate conferees could 
agree to if they were willing. There was nothing 
left for the Senate conferees todo but to abandon 
the Senate billand agree to such a tariff bill as 
four or five gentlemen might demand. In that 
case the constitutional objection might be waived. 
He did not regard this asa conference at ail. He 
could no longer be a party to it, and therefore he 
dsked to be excused. 

Mr. BAYARD sepentes his request to be excused. 

Mr. Morrirt—I hope the Senators will not ask 

that. They very well understand that they are the 
proper Senators to be appointed from that side of 
the chamber, and I should be very glad if they 
would reconsider their opinion on this matter and 
continue to serve. 
-* The question being on excusing Messrs. Beck and 
Bayard from further service on the Committee of 
Conference, Mr. Beck asked the Chair whether he 
(Mr. Beck) would have a right to vote upon it. 

The PrEsipENT said that was a question which 
every gentleman must decide for himself. 

The two Senators were excused by a yote of 49 
yeas to 6 nays, the latter being Messrs. Edmunds, 
Hawley, Miller of Calitornia, Morrill, Platt, and 
Windom. Messrs. Bayard and Beck both voted 
to excuse themselves. 

The PrestpenT then appointed Messrs. Voorhees 
and McPherson. 

Mr. McPuerson asked to be excused beeause he 
Was notin accord with most of his Democratic 
colleagues on the tariff question and could not 
properly represent them, and also because of the 
instruction given by the Senate yesterday to its 
conferees. He was excused, and the PRESIDENT 
appointea Mr. Harris. 

Mr. Harris declared that he was in full accord 
with Messrs. Bayard and Beck en this subject. and 
asked to be excused. His request was granted. 

Mr. VoornErEs then rose and declined to serve, 
giving no reasons. He was excused. 

The Presipent said he had no means of ascer- 
taining who would consent to serve unless by go- 
ing around and asking every Senator, but he might 
find some one during the day. (Laughter. } 

‘ The Senate then proceeded to consider the Sun- 
. dry Civil Appropriation bill. 

The President appointed Messrs. Morgan and 
Gorman to take the places of Messrs. Bayard and 
oo on the Conference Committee on the Tariff 

Mr. Dawes presented the conference report on 
the Fortifications Appropriation bill, which was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Moraan, coming into the chamber, said he 
understood that during his absence he had been 
appointed on the Committee of Conference on the 
-Tariff bill, but as it would embarrass him to serve 
upon that committee after the remarks which he 
had felt called upon to make heretofore in rela- 
tion to the action of the House he must ask to be 
excused. His request was granted. 

Mr. Gorman declined to serve, and was excused. 

The Presipent appointed Messrs. Davis, of West 
Virginia, and Jonas, who both declined to serve 
and were excused. 

The Presipent then appointed Messrs. Butler 
and Maxey. 

fr. Maxey said he understood that the House 
conferees were acting under peremptory instruc- 
tions, which would prevent a full and free confer- 
ence, and therefore it wouid be impossible for him 
te serve. . 

Mr. Burier regarded the action of the House on 
this subject as at least the expression of an opin- 
ion that the work of the Senate on the bill was a 
nullity, so he asked to be excused from serving on 
the committee. Both the Senators were excused. 

The Prestpent said he wished some Senator 
would advise him whether there was any Demo- 
crat who would consent to serve on this commit- 
tee. Such informatien would relieve him from 
embarrassment. 

Mr. Harris thought the Chair would be warrant- 
ed by bis experience so far in assuming that no’ 
Demoratic Senator would serve, 

The Presipent, assuming that no Democratic 
Senator would serve on the Committee, appointed 
Messrs. Ingalls and Mahone. But, as neither of 
these Senators was present, he desired to know 
whether they would serve and sent the Sergeant- 
at-Arms to inguire. Mr. Mahone, almost immedi- 
ately after bis appointment, appeared in the cham- 
ber, but said nothing. A few minutes later Mr. 
Ingalls came in. He said he understood that dur- 
ing his absence the chair had done him the honor 
to appoint him upon the conference committee, 
but his engagements were such that he must ask to 
be excused. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Ingalls wastexcused, and the PrrsmpENT ap- 
pointed Mr. Miller, of California. Mr. Mriuer, 
after a few minutes’ conversation with other Re- 
publican Senators, declined to serye. The Presi- 
dent then appointed Mr. McDill, who was not 
present at the time. 

The Senate then resumed the consideration of 
the Appropriation bill. The amendment of the 
committee striking out the appropriation of $5,000 
for mileage to officers when traveling on duty 
under orders was disagreed to; also, the amend- 
ment allowing the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to pay extra rates for surveys in 
Oregon or Washington Territory.

SION DISBU RSEMENTS—RECAPITULATION

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The decrease of 
the national debt in the month of February 
amounted to a little more than $7,500,000, o} 
only a little more than half the average 
monthly reduction for the seven months ead 
ing Jan. 31, The total reduction since June 
30, 1882, or for two-thirds of the current 
year, isa little more than $102,500,000, The 
Secretary estimated the surplus for the year 
at $120,000,000, to which $15,000,000 may be 
added because of an excessive appropriation 
for pensions. These figures indicate an a’ 
monthly reduction of about $8,000,000 for the 
remaining four monthsof the fiscal year. The 
Commissioner of Pensions explained in a 
statement recentiy published in Taz Times 
the condition of business in his Office, and said © 
that he expected to spend $50,000,000 more 
before the end of the year, or at the rate of 
$10,000,000 a month for the five months be 
ginning rye 1. The accounts for February 
Show that he is now making paymente at 
that rate and that the pension expenses for 
February were a little more than $9,750,000, 
In January they were less than $1,500,000, 
The difference in the amounts of reduction of 
debt in January and February is owing almost 
entirely to the increase of pension expenses. 


It should be however, that the net ex- 

penditures of the Pension Bureau for the eight 

months have been only $35,000,000, so that the 

expenses for the coming four months must be 

at the rate of $12,500,000 a month, if the Com- 

missioner’s last estimate of $85,000,000 for the 
ear is to be expended.

D TRANSFER REFORM 
SIMPLIFYING THE PRESENT REA 
ESTATE SYSTEM. 


HE INTENDED REFORM IN THE METHODS 
| @F RECORDING LIENS AND MORTGAGES 


4 > END TRANSFERRING TITLES TO LAND. 


For a long time it has been evident that the 
system now In use in this City and State of record- 
ing deeds and mortgages of real estate and of fil- 
Ing the various kinds of liens upon lana is too cum- 
bersome, and that it must be replaced by one 
which will enable titles to land to be ascertained 
speedily and cheaply and to be transferred without 
the delay aud expense now necessary. Lawyers 
‘pave noted this fact, as well as dealers in real es- 
tate, but they bave been, as a ruie, in no hurry to 
bring about achange. Those who do not much at- 
tend to real estate matters have not been willing 

bo bother themselves, and some of the others have 
been afraid that a change would simplify land 
‘transfer so that their business would be dimin- 
‘ished. The Bar Association has had the matter be- 
‘fore it, but has done nothing more thar to appoint 
‘s committee and to listen to and approve of a re- 
-portin which the present system was condemned. 
_ A few lawyers have, however, studied the sub- 
ject very carefully, urged thereto by a sense of its 
great importance, and have devised a system whieh 
they are confident can be put into operation with 
comparative ease, and which wonld be certain to 
prove advantageous not only to real estate owners, 
but tothe commercial! interests of the Clty and 
Btate and to the general public. The most zealeus 
of the devisers and promoters of this new system is 
Mr. Dwight H. Olmstead, a well-known lawyer. 
who has studied the subject of land titles for years. 
The details of the projected system having been 
rommunicated to some of the largest individual 
flealers in Jand in this City, and to representatives 
of banks and insurance companies that make in- 
vestments in real estate, they have become enthu- 


tlastic in its favor. An association has therefore 
been formed to urge its adoption bya legislative 
tor acts. The title of the association is The 

a Transfer Reform Association. The necessity 

for the reform, of which the association is to be 
the champion, is easily discoverable from a state- 
ment of the routine through which it is necessary 
to Fo before the title to a lot can now be 
safely determined and passed. In order to be 
certain of the character of a title offered him, a 
= intending to purchase land in this City 
ust have searches made in the Register’s, the 
‘County Clerk's, the Tax, and other offices to ascer- 
tain the exact condition of the property—what, if 
“pny, claims are against it, and upon what basis the 
stand. To make the searches takes time and skil 
which must be well paid for. The proposition of 
Mir. Olmstead and his associates is to have 
searches made once, for all time, to put. them 
on ., and then to put into operation a 
‘system which will prevent it from ever becoming 
mecessary to go backof them. In brief, these gen- 
itlemen propose that every owner of land shall be 
compelled to register his title toit. The means of 
‘ascertaining and determining the title, they say, 
ghall be through a search made by the Register in 
= own and in eyery other public office in which 
e0s upon real estate are to be found. The results 
of teat search sha!! be set forth upon a certificate, 
which shall be recorded or filed in the Register’s 
office, and a copy of the certificate shall be given to 
.the owner of the laud to which it refers. In order 
that the necessity for another search shall not arise 
the reformers propose that all liens upon land shall 
-be recorded in the office of the Register, and be 
voted upon the certificate of title to the land on 
which they are incumbranees. As this plan could 
pot be carried out otherwise, they propose that 
there sha!! not be any general liens upon land, such 
as judgments now are, and which have long beena 
gource of unnecessary trouble in the course of 
passing title to such property. 

The practical working of the projected system, 
esstated by Mr. Olmstead, ina recent address be- 
fore the New-York State Bar Association, would 
be about as follows: ‘* An owner, wishing to reg- 
ister Lot No. 4. in Block 50, Ward 10, in the 
City of New-York, in which he has a freehold in- 
terest, makes a proper ——— to the Register, 
depositing with him, at the same time, the deeds, 
abstracts, and other muniments of title in his pos- 
session relating tothe property. For a small fee 
the Register examines asto the title, and issues 
zoder bis seal to the applicant a certificate which 
briefiy describes the property, stating the interest 
pf the applicant, or the various owners, if more 
than one, and exhibiting on its face ali ease- 
ments, mortgages, anG other liens. If the appli- 
cant desires, he may have the title certified by the 
Register on the certificate of a counsellor at law, 
which shall be filed, and an entry be made on the 
record showing by whom the title was examined 
and approved. If an owner afterward wishes to 
convey his property, he executes a short deed or | 
memoria! of transfer in duplicate in the form pre- 
gcribed, and gives the same, together with his cer- 
tificate of title, to the purchaser, who keeps one 
duplicate deed and files the other with the Regis- 
ter, surrendering to the latter, at tne same time 
the old certificate of title. which is canceled and 
filedaway. This,” said Mr. Olmstead, “ is not dif- 
ferent from the ordinary method of transferring 
-stock. Jf the purchaser be a careful man be will 
examine the register in the Registry office hefore 

ying the consideration, as will a mortgagee be- 
wade making an advance by way of loan. The 
state of the title will be seen immediately, for no 
valid transfer can be made except on the register. 
Should a further examination of the title be de- 
sired beyond the Register’s certificate, all the pre- 
vious deeds of transfer and certificates of title 
pould be examined in a few moments. Any no- 
sice of a claim or lien filed with the Register must 
mmediately be entered by him on the certificate 
pf title kept in his office. Thus, a Register’s cer- 
sificate of title would always show the condition 
of the title at the time of its issue.” 

The things necessary to be effected preliminary 
lo the institution of the registry of title system 
are: The preparation of maps and map indexes for 
zach registry district in the State; the compulsory 
adeption of short forms of deeds, mortgages, and 
jeases; the abolition of general liens on land; a re- 
fuction in the number and duration of specific 
fens; the indexing against the property affected 
pf all specific liens, both those heretofore and 
those bereafter filed; the retention in public of- 
Sces for public use of al! official searches; the re- 
peal or amendment of the recording aets so far as 

essary; &@ short statute of limitations; the mod- 
fieation or repeal of the Statute of Uses and 
Trus's; and, finally, the subjection of real and 
yersonal prdéperty to similar laws. In closing his 
address before the State Bar Association Mr. Oim- 
stead said, referring to the effett of a registry sys- 
tem: “Land would immediately advance in price, 
and assume more relatively its true value to per- 

{sonal property. Being of a more stable character 
phan persona: property, yet readily convertible 
nto money, it would be eagerly sought as an 
investment. The law prohibiting national banks 
from loaning on real estate security would be re- 
pealed, the reason for the prohibition being at an 
snd. The result would be beneficial as tending to 
revent crises and panics, which result mostly 
rom banking on fluctuating and fictitious capital. 
hile farming lands throughout the country 
would share in the genera! benefit, in the large 
cities real estate would tend to become capital- 
ted and its valuefbe thrown into the channels of 
trade. The City of New-York would enter upon a

,000 of real estate, held as it is for the most part

THE GREAT BERLIN FESTIVAL. 
—— 
HISTORICAL PAGEANTS AND BRILLIANT 


SCENES AT THE PRUSSIAN COURT. 


. From the Evening Telegram. 

BERLIN, March 1,—The postponed historical 
costume pageant was held last night with the 
greatest splender in the old Schloss, which pre- 
sented a scene of festive splendor hitherto un- 
rivaled even in the pageant-loving Court of Berlin. 
The White Saloon was lighted with 10,000 wax can- 
dles and 160 electric lights, the combinition pro- 
ducing a remarkably Justrous effect ard cnhancing 
the brilliant richness of the magnificent costumes 
and jewels of those present. At 9 o’clock the 
strains of Mendelssohn's “‘ Wedding March” burst 
forth and the royal personages entered the saloon, 
the Emperor escorting the Queen of Saxony, and 
the Crown Prince, dressed in the white uniform of 
@ Pomeranian cuirassier, escorting the Crown 
Princess. She wore a magnificent dress of white 
damask, a coronet of diamonds, and a ribbon 
across the breast woven with the colors of 
the eight orders she holds, including the 
English order of the Star of India. The Prince of 
Wales was in the crimson uniform of the Blucher 
Hussars, of which regiment he has been recently 
appointed Colonel. After them followed the Duke 
and Duchess of Edinburgh, the King of Saxony, 
Prince Rudolph of Austria, and other princely and 
noble guests. The Emperor, Crown Prinve, and 
Crown Princess took their seats on the throne, the 


other personages being ranged according to rank 
with punctilious care. While the illustrious spec- 
tators were taking their places the picture gal- 
leries and other saloons adjacent to the White 
Saloon were thronged by a brilliant crowd of 
nearly 600 nobles, ladies and gentlemen, attired in 
the costumes of past ages, and awaiting the signal 
for the entrance of the pageant. 

The strains of the “Wedding March” having 
ceased, a fanfare of trumpets announced the ap- 

roach of the first procession, proceded by 14 

eralds, clad in antique eostume, with tabards of 
gold brocade. Aftera deep pverence one of the 
number, a gigantie youth, the son of the Director 
General of the Theatres, Herr Yon Huelsen, 
stepped forth and recited a poem written hy Herr 
Von Willenbruch. lt was an ode to the flower 
of England, which had embraced the Hohen- 
zollern stem, inveking eternal bloom and pros- 

erity on the spreading Hohenzollern tres. 

he music again sounded as the stately procession 
representing the time of the Emperor Frederick, 
who ruled the holy Roman Empire from 1440 to 
1498, entered the White Saloon. Frederick and his 
consort, Eleanor of Portugal, were represented by 
the Duke of Hesse and Princess Frederick Charles 
of Prussia. The Archduke Maximilian, Freaerick’s 
heir, and his bride, Mary of Burgundy, were im- 
personated by Prince and Princess Albrecht of 
Prussia. Inthe train of these illustrious person- 
ages of thesplendid past came hundreds of knights, 
ladies, attendants, and pages, clad in historically 
accurate costumes, designed by a committee of 
artists and the members of the Royal Academy. 

Then followed the pageant of the Minnesingers. 
Princess Wilhelmina, the Crown Prince's daughbter- 
in-law, represented the Queen of Love, and was 
borne into the saloon in a triumphant chariot ra- 
diant with flewers. and attended by 60 minstrels, 
pages, and ladies. Tne Queen wore a pink and 

old brocade robe, with rosebuds and diamondsin 
Go hair. Her car was set down in the centre of 
the hall betore the throne. and she was surrounded 
by her attendants, whose flower-tipped staves, 
united by garlands, formed a charming bower. 
Sixteen couples then performed the dance of love. 
a quaint, graceful measure, in which the dancers 
trip hand in hand about the Queen. Then the la- 
dies gathered together close to their protectress, 
and were finally enticed out by their cavaliers. The 
dance was given with great precision and anima- 
tion, and was the most unique and delightful fea- 
ture of the pageant. At the conclusion of the dance 
the procession of lov» and that of the Emperor 
Frederick disappeared with a stately march, leay- 
ing the saloon clear for the next. 

The trumpets again sounded and two heralds ap- 
peared, their tabards quartered with the ancient 
armsof England, the lions and the lilies of France. 
They heralded the advance of the English. Then 
came six yeomen, whose costumes are still pre- 
served in the quaint dress of the ** Beefeaters”’ of 
the Tower of London. After them followed pages 
and gentlemen in waiting. After them came the 
Court Chamberlain, and then Queen Elizabeth, 
whose entrance caused a sensation, so startling 
was the resembiance of Countess Odo zu Stolberg 
Wernigerode in face and dress to the traditional 
idea of the greatest of English monarchs. Her 
dress was of velvet, ermine, and silver bro- 
cade, with a high ruff all profusely studded 
with jewels and ge! copied from the 
pictures of the period. Following ber Majesty 
came the Prince and Princess of Navarre, who 
were supposed to be on a visit to the Euglish court. 
They were represented by Prince Frederick of 
Hohenzellern and Princess Charlotte of Saxe- 
Meiningen. After them came a brilliant crowd of 
courtiers and ladies, represented by most of the 
foreign and diplomatic society of Berlin, in splen- 
did costumes, presenting a marvelous picture of 
the stirring times of the great Elizabeth, the golden 
age of English literature and the age of Shake- 
speare, Spenser, Sidney, Leicester, and Raleigh. 

his portion of the pageant typifying the greatest 
period in English aonere, was specially dedieated 
to the Crown Princess of Prussia, the eldest daugh- 
ter of Queen Victoria and the future Empress of 
Germany, as the preceding procession, represent- 
ing Germany’s golden age, was intended as a com- 
pliment to the Crewn Prince. 

Following the pageant of Queen Elizabeth came 
an ancient English quadrille, organized by Lady 
Ampthill, wife of the British Ambassador. Sixteen 
couples, led by Prince William of Prussia and 
Princess Victoria, went through the quaint, sedate 
and graceful motions, an invisible orchestra and 
chorus playing and chanting the melody of the time, 
said to have been composed by Queen Elizabeth 
herself. The manuscript was found in Windsor 
Castle. Then camean old German quadrille, the 
performers representing courtiers and dames 
ofthe reign of Frederick William, the founder 
of Prussian power in the seventeenth century. 
Then entered a procession of Berlin artists, whose 
attire surpassed in picturesqueness all the preced- 
ing male costumes. They made their obeisance. 
and one of their number, Herr Dielitz, crowned 
with laurel, spoke a short speech of felicitous con- 
gratulation. He then presented the royal pair 
with a beautiful vaee made entirely of the metal 
of which oil-color tubes are composed. 

This pleasant ceremony over, the whole body of 
masqueraders were summoned into the White 
Saloon before the throne, forming amass of rich 
harmonious color and glittering jewels, a scene of 
indescribable splender and interest. The Queen 
of Love then brought the pageant to an end by de- 
ecending from her car and presenting a beautiful 
silver bouquet to the Crown Princess.

THE NURSERY AND CHILD'S HOSPITAL.

OUR GLORY AND SHAME. 
oe 
THE REV. HOWARD CROSBY ON POLITICIANS 


AND GROG SHOPS. 


The Rev. Howard Crosby delivered a lec- 
ture before the Association of Master Plumbers in 
Steinway Hall last evening on “The Glory and the 
Shame of New-York.’’ The speaker referred to 
the fact that foreigners are freely invited tu make 
this City their home, and said that of the 1,200,000 
inhabitants of New-York fully one-half are natives 
of other lands. ‘The roll of our national fameis 
stucded with the names of foreign-born citizens, 
and one of the best chief magistrates that this City 
ever had, W. R. Grace, was a foreigner by birth. 
‘* He conducted the office," said Mr. Crosby, “asa 
sacred trust, and when he retired he bore witb 
him the respect of his fellow-citizens of all par- 


ties." This allusion to ex-Mayor Grace was re- 
ceived with a storm of applause by the audience. 
The glory of New-York, the speaker said, was to 
be found in her public school system, which is the 
best in the world and a monument to national 
greatness, such as no European capital can 
boast; in our charitable provisions for the sick 
and needy and afflicted of ali classes, 
for which millions are freely expended; and in our 
great public works, like the Brooklyn bridge, the 
aqueduct, and the elevated roads. But with all 
the glory which the City may justly claim, it has 
to bear a burden of shame which threatens to ex- 
tinguish its prosperity. Thisshame appears in two 
spheres, the political and social, and in each it is 
due to the same curse. With all her wonderful 
advantages, the City is burdened with a debt of 
over $100,000,000, and this debt is due solely to the 
plundering done by the politicians. The City 
offices have been held and are held simply for the 
ys ae preee which they offer for stealing. The 
officers are well known to be scoundrels, but they 
have avoided punishment by the purchase of other 
officers and 4 the power which they hold over 
each other in the knowledge of each other’s pecu- 
lations. The offices are held as political rewards, 
and not for persons qualified to fill them. Menare 
elected to them not because of any merit, but be- 
cause they keep liquor saloons, which are useful to 
the party. Themen whose business it is to rnin the 
bodies and souls of others, to rob them of their 
hard-earned wages, and drive their wives to 
beggary and suicide, are chosen to make 
our City ordinances, and the people pre- 
fer to see this rascality go on rather 
than to devote themsaives to the purgation of the 
official list and to gore the rogues to prison. 
The lowest form of grog-sbop polities prevails in 
our City Government, and men of neither educa- 
tion nor morals are practically the directors and 
managers of this great City. ‘*fhey are mer who 
attend prize-fights; dirty, valgar men, whom you 
would no sooner allow to enter your heuse than 
you would the small-pox. Is not this a burning 
shame? Areproach which not even all our glory 
can efface or palliate ?’ The social shame is even 
more glaring, the speaker said, and the agent which 
depraves society isthe same curse which has de- 
based our politics. Crime and poverty, to avery 
large extent, start from the saloon, of which there 
are 12,000 in this City, or 1 to every 100 inhab- 
itants. Taking ont the women and children, 
there is one saloon to every 35 men, and of those 
85 at least 15do not drink, so that there is really 
one saloon for every 20 drinkers. The keepers 
all get rich, and each one of these 20 men must 
pay the saloon which he supports at least $7 per 
week. Itis easy tosee where the pauperism and 
the misery of the lower classes comes from. After 
coggrce | the crime that flows from the saloons, 

r. Crosby said that itis a fact that these dens of 
vice are sustained chiefly by the Irish and German 
citizens of New-York, 8,000 of the saloons being 
kept by citizens of foreign birth, and he made an 
earnest appealto the foreign element to abstain 
from bringing disgrace on the City of their adop- 
tion. The lecture was listened to by a large audi- 
ence, which frequently expressed approbation of 
— speaker’s sentiments by rounds of vigorous ap- 
plause. 


4A REVENUE STAMP CASE. 

Argument was had to-day before Judges 
Benedict, Wallace, and Brown, in banc, on a mo- 
tion in arrest of judgment in the case of the United 
States against Bayaud & Perrenaud. It will be re- 
membered that these defendants, under advice of 
previous counsel, pleaded guilty to two censoli- 
dated indictments charging them with removing 
stamps from certain oasks containing gin, without 
destroying or defacing them as required by law. 
A motion was made by Judges Tracy and Ditten- 


hoefer, who were substituted as counsel, for leave 
to withdraw the plea of guilty, which was denied; 
and thereupona the present motion was made on 
the ground that the indictments to which they 
lead were bad in law. On the part of the de- 
endants, counsel made the following points: 
First—That the indictment was defective in 
failing to charge that the defendants knew that 
the casks from which the stamps were removed 
contained gin, and as it was no offense to remove 
stamps from casks which did not contain distilled 
spirits, it was necessary to so allege in the indict- 
ment. Second—That it was defective also be- 
cause it did not set forth the stamps in the indict- 
ment, for the court could rot determine in default 
of this that the stamps removed were these re- 
quired by law. Andinall cases in which a writ- 
ten instrumententers into the gist of the offense 
as forgery, passing counterfeit money, &c., the de- 
cisions are that such instruments must be set forth 
in full. Third—That the indictment does notshow 
that the casks from which the stamps were re- 
moved contained five gallons or more, which was 
necessary, as under the law it wae not necessary to 
stamp casks containing less. Fourth—That each 
eount of the indictment charges more than one sin- 
gie offense, to wit,the removal! of 36stamps. As each 
removal is a separate felony, and as it iselementary 
that no more than one offense can be stated in one 
count of the indictment, it is bad forjthat reason. 
Fifth—That it was improper to join two defend- 
ants in one indictment. The failure to destroy 
and caneel stamps—which is the offense charged— 
is not susceptible of a joint action on the part of 
the defendants. Two defendants can jointly do a 
thine, but they cannot joistily fail to do an act. 
Lastly—That the indictment was teo vague, gen 
eral, insufficient, and uncertain, there being noth- 
ing stated in the indict~ent to identify the 
stamps or casks or the distilled spirits. 
Assistant District Attorney W. P. Fiero replied, 
contending that the indictment was sufficiently 
plain and explicit to give the defendants informa- 
tion, and that a bili of particulars hud been served 
which advised the defendants ot the identity of 
the stamps. The question on the appeal on the de- 
cision denying the motion of the defendants to 
withdraw the plea of guilty was reserved by the 
court until the decision as to the validity of the in- 
dictment was rendered, when, if it was adverse to 
the defendants, an opportunity would be given to 
argue that question. At the conelusion, on motion 
of the defendants’ counse!, the court oraered that 
both defendants might be released pending the 
decision on a joint bond executed by the sureties 
who were bail for the defendant Bayaud in the 
The court then adjourned till the 
29th of March.

THE CHAMBE.: OF COMMERCE. 
SANDY HOOK PILOTAGE—RESOLUTIONS ON 


THE DEATH OF THE LATE Mh. MORGAN, 


At the meeting of the Chamter of Commerce 
yesterday, the special committee te urge on the Le- 
gislaturs the necessity of passing the Chamber of 
Commerce bill to reduce the Sandy Hook pilotage 
rates one-third announced that the bill had been 
favorably reported on by the Assembly Committee 
on Commerce and Navigation, and a resolution 
was adopted asking the Legislature to pass the bill. 
On motion of F. B. Thurber, the thanks of the 
Chamber were tendered to the Forty-seyventh Con- 
gress forthe passage of the Japanese Indemnity 


bill, and to President Arthur for his approval of the’ 


same. A communieation was received from the 
Trieste Chamber of Commerce and Industry call- 
ing attention to the fact that severa! cargoes of 
petroleum received at that port from New-York 
were found to be badly adulterated with inferior 
oil, pointing out the injury to the petroleum trade 
likely to result from the continuance of the prac- 
tice, and asking the New-York Chamber of Com- 
merce to exert its influence in the direction of more 
careful inspection of oil in the future. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Commerce. The 
Chamber adopted the following memorial and reso- 
lutions on the death of the late Edwin D, Mergan, 
offered by John Austin Stevens and seconded by 
A. A. Low: 

The Chamber of Commerce this fey record their 
sense of the loss they, in common with the entire body 
of merchants of this City and the community at large, 
have sustained in the death of their distinguished as- 
sociate, the Hon. Edwin Denison Morgan. Of the 
many illustrious members of this ancient corporation 
who have filled high public offices but three have been 
ae by the people of this State with the supreme 
executive Seorty. And of these Mr. Morgan oay 
was @ merchant. his honorable and successful life 
we therefore point with the utmost pride. That life, 
reaching the full measure of the span allotted to man, 
is a part of the history of the country. From its 
study generations of our youth shall learn les- 
sons of industry, sagacity, inflexible determination, 
and devotion to duty. They shall find that republics 
are pot always ungratefui, and that from mudest 
origin the path to highest honors lies open to him 
who treads wich firm and unwavering step. He shail 
find also that the pursuit of commerce is nota bar to 
political distinction, but on the contrary, when allied 
to a thorough understanding of economic principles, 
may prove a sure qualification. From early youth 
Mr. ocean displayed the grasp of mind, the strong 
self-confidence, which he carried into every enter- 
prise, every business, every office, with which he later 
had todo. Noscheme wastoo large for his compre- 
hension, no difficuities too great for his mastery. He 
was as bold as he was wise. Fromasmall beginning 
in a special trade he rapidly extended his operations 
overa wide field, and became a merchant in the 
broadest sense of the term—a banker and a financier. 
Success rewarded his untiring and well-directed 
labor. He accumulated great wealth for himself, and 
by his wise counsels prumoted the prosperity of some 
of the most important financial and industrial in- 
stitutions of this City and State. But business suc- 
cees did not satisfy the measure of his ambition, and 
from his youth he aimed at public honors, 

In every sense Mr. Morgan was a merchant prince, 
after the manner of the illustrious men who ruled the 
fortunes of the Italian States in their days of power 
and glory; like them, he was « munificent patron of 
letters and of art. His large gallery of paintings con- 
tains choice works of the best of modern artists, na- 
tive and foreign, and bis benefactions to colleges and 
schools were on a princely scale, including buildings, 
libraries, and educational foundations. His charities 
were equally extensive. his well-devised and wisely 
distributed uests reaching toa tithe of his large 
estate. Although Mr. Morgan at no time held any office 
in this Chamber, he was alive tothe merit of its ser- 
vices to the true interests of the Nation, and in 
his executive and legislative’ offices promoted their 
recommendations, as the authoritative opinions of the 
merchants of New-York. He was, moreover, repre- 
sented in the councils of the Chamber by members of 
his commercial firm. In our deep sorrow for the 
great public loss sustained in the death of this noble 
and upright character, we remember the greater be- 
reavement to his family; may they, as we, find conso- 
lation in the general honor paid by his friends, bis as- 
sociates, and his countrymen to the merchant states- 
man,

sent to his Excellency. the Governor of the State ef 
New-York, to the President of the Senate of the Unit- 
ed States, and the President of the United States.

The corner-stone of the new 
church at Lexington-avenue and Twenty-thira- 
street was laid on the 18th of last July. 
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VERDICT AGAINST A BANE. 

In 1878 8. C. Forsaith & Co., of Manchester, 
N. H., opened a branch store in this City and put 
Samuel B. Leach in charge ofit. As the agent of 
Forsaith & Co. Leach opened an account with the 
National Citizens’ Bank on July 24, 1879, and began 
to make deposits whieh amounted to $40,000 in the 


aggregate in two years. Among these deposits 
were several checks aggregating $4,178, drawn to 
the order of 8S. C. Forsaith & Co. Before deposit- 
ing them Leach indorsed them with the name of 
that firm and also his own name, as itsagent. This 
fact became known to Forsaith & Co. through an 
inquiry into Leach’s accounts, which had been 
found te be short. Upon discovering it the firm 
sued the bank and Leach ey for the amount of 
the ehecks, alleging that Leach had no authority 
to indorse and deposit checks made to its order. 
The defense of the bank was that Leach had a gen- 
eral agency from Forsaith & Co., and that the right 
to indorse and deposit such checks was included 
within such agency as necessary to the proper per- 
formance of its duties. The suit was triea before 
Judge Beach anda jury. On the questions of law 
as to agency Judge Beach decided for Forsaith & 
Co. and directed a verdict in their tavor for $1.378, 
the amount of three checks. There were questions 
of fact connected with the other checks, which 
amounted to $2,825, and on these the jury founda 
verdict for only $200 in favor of Forsaith & Co., 
| whose lawyers were Messrs. John L. Hill and 
| James B. Lockwood. Messrs. Allen, Talmage & 
| Allen appeared for the bank and Mr. William 
Settle for Leach.

MR. STURTHVANT’S FIRE-HSOAPE. 


Oe 
THE SIMPLE CONTRIVANCE WHICH WAS 
SHOWN YESTERDAY. 

Mr. A. P. Sturtevant, the owner of the Stur- 
tevant House, was suffering from a severe cold 
during the early days of last month, which confined 
him to the house, and he devoted his time to 
“ thinking out,’ as he says, a practicable fire-es- 
cape. The result of his thinking was the produc- 
tion of the simplest and the most effective fire-es- 
cape which has yet been brought to the notice of 
the public. He calls it the ‘* Sturtevant. Fire-es- 
cape,” and has already applied for a patent. It 
consists of a long cotton rope, three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter, to one end of which is attached a 
strong leather belt. The rope passes through a 
tubber tube about a foot in length and of sufficient 
diameter to allow the rope to slip oasily through it. 
This tube is eonrected with the belt by a short 
strip of leather, so that it can never slip beyond 
the reach of the person using the fre-escape. 


Outside the window of the room from whieh 
the escape is to be made a large iron 
hook is fastened, and over this the 
rove is thrown, and the end allowed to drop to the 
ground. The belt is then fastened securely 
around the body, the rope is grasped where it is 
protected by the rubter hose,and the man or 
woman is oarried to the ground by his or her own 
weight, the rope passing up over the hook as the 
person descends. The rubber tube acts as a kind 
of brake, by which the rapidity of the descent is 
regulated, and by simply doubling it in the hands a 
person may stopin mid-alr. Mr. Sturtevant says 
that a pressure equal to only 20 pounds is sufficient 
to stop the fall. If there is anybody on the ground 
to hold the rope, he can let the person at the end 
down gently; if there is nobody, the person can 
regulate his own passage by means of the tube. A 
public exhibition was made of this new device for 
saving life at the Sturtevant House yesterday 
afternoon, and it was watched with interest by a 
throng which crowded Broadway in front of the 
hotel, Four of the men and two of the women 
employed in the Sturtevant House made the de- 
scent from a window in the sixth story several 
times safely and rapidly. During the exhibition, 
which occupied only 17 minutes, the descent was 
made to the ground 19 times, and one of the men 
came down and unbuekled ,the belt in 24 seconds. 
Mr. Sturtevant is enshusiastic over his invention, 
and those who saw the experiments were almost 
as enthusjastic as the inventor himself. The hook 
over which tke rope passes does not disfigure the 
building as the iron balcenies of the ordinary fire- 
eseapes do, and the descent is made with perfect 
ease and safety if the person using the contriv- 
ance does not lose his head. The rope, when 
coiled up, can be covered with paper and hung up 
in the room, taking up no more space than a life- 
reserver in the state-room of a steamer. The 
lt can be adjusted to the body and the rope 
thrown over the hook and drepped from the win- 
dow inside of a minute. The Sturtevant House 
will have 75 of these fire-escapes in the rooms 
fronting the street by next week. The hooks are 
now being placed in position, and the order for 
the manufacture of the escapes has been given by 
the Leland Brethers. Mr. Sturtevant is confident 
that in a short time every hetel and many private 
houses will be supplied with these fire-escapes, 
which, he says, he can furnish at a cost not exceed- 
ing 64 cents per foot of rope. 
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SAFETY IN SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 
a 
TAKING OF TESTIMONY IN THE DISASTER 


CASE ENDED. 


Coroner Levy concluded the taking of tes- 
timony in his investigation into the cause of the 
panic in the school of the Most Holy Redeemer 
yesterday, and will charge the jury next week. 
President John K. Gorman, of the Fire Depart- 
ment, testified as to the smal! amount of money at 
the service of the Bureau of Buildings. He thought 
that the bureau had neither men nor money enough 
to do its work properly. He had informed the 
Mayor of this, and a bill had also been presented in 
the Legislature asking that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment should not be restricted in 
making the appropriation for this Gepartment. As 


it was now, the department did not consider itself 
responsible under its restricted facilities for work. 
Coroner Levy handed President Gorman a letter 
from Henry Frankel, stating that in Grammar 
School No. 18,in East Fifty-first-street, the stair- 
ways were too narrow and in case of fire it would 
be impossible forthe children to get out. {President 
Gorman said he would have the school inspected 
during the afternoon. Father Briess testified that 
recommendations of alteration by the Burean of 
Buildings had always been strictly complied with. 

Superintendent Jenkins, of the Society for tne 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, testified that one 
of the officers of the society, during the last week, 
had visited 66 schools in the City, and found that 
out of 84 parochial schools 26 were defective: of 
Home of the Friendless schools, 7 out of a total of 
10 were defective; of 18 schools of the Children’s 
Ald Society 15 were defective, and 4 Hebrew 
schools, the total number, were also defective. 
The causes of danger were the absence of fire- 
escapes on the front and outer walls; in the front 
doors opening to the inside, or else being bolted; 
in that the stairways were narrow and crooked; 
in that the balustrade was shaky and insecure, and 
in that doors inside were locked and the key was 
in charge of a teacher, janitor, or sister, or else lay 
onadesk. One school, at No. 272 Second-street, 
was especially defective, as the windows were cov- 
ered with wire netting, and there were no fire-es- 
capes, while the school-rooms were on the third 
and fourth floors. 

David I. Stagg, Superintendent of Publio School 
Buildings, testified that he had examined the 
Fourth-street school after the accident and 
thought the stairs were not too narrow. Every stair- 
way, he thought, shou!d not be wider than to allow 
over two persons to go down abreast, but there 
should be a railing on both sides. On wide stair- 
ways, in a panic, children would crowd in between 
one another and a block would occur on the stairs 
or at the bottom, while, again, others pushing from 
above would shove those ahead down to the foot 
of the stairs. He thought that the giving way of 
the rail in the accident probably saved some lives, 
as otherwise more would have been smothered at 
the bottom. 

Jobn Riley, the Examiner ef Buiidings in the dis- 
trict in which the school is situated, testified that 
he would not enter schools unless under speoial 
orders. At least 75 per cent. of the public schools 
in the district had narrower stairways than the 
Fourth-street building. If he had inspected the 
Fourth-street building just before the accident he 
would have reported that it complied with the law 
as regards means of egress. He had looked up 
1,400 complaints last year. Coroner Levy then 
stated that the old report of 1875 had been 
strictly complied with by the Rector of the school. 
He said no more testimony would be taken and 
adjourned the inquest to next Tuesday afternoon.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, fair and slightly: 
warmer weather, south-west to ; north-west

The decrease in the public debt for last 
month is $7,630,678, against $13,636,883 for 
the month of January. - The difference of 
six millions of dollars is more‘than account- 
ed for by the expenditures of the Pension’ 
Burean, which show an # increase of 
$8,400,000 over ¥ January, * and © which 
bave reached the maximum monthly ex- 
penditare so; far attained ; during ‘ the 
current fiscal year.» The Customs receipts 
for February are about $17,000,000, or near- 
ly the same as in January; , the internal 
revenue receipts are about a million and 
three-quarters less. . The aggregate receipts 
of the last eight months of the fiscal year 
‘exceed those of the corresponding period of 
Jast year by about five millions, and the 
expenditures are five millions and a half 
less. The probable amount of the surplus 
to beearned during the fiscal year depends 
mainly on the activity of the Pension Bureau, 
but it will hardly be less than $135,000,000. 
The Treasury holds $2,750,000’ more of 
silver dollars than it did a month ago, and 
bas increased its stock of gold coin and bul- 
lion by about four millions of dollars during 
the month. 


The section of the Shipping bill which 
regulates the payment of tonnage dues seems 
to have been very superficially considered by 
the committee that framed it. In introduc- 
ing the discrimination against the regular 
transatlantic steamers by providing that 12 
cents a ton shall be charged for each entry 
instead of 30 cents a ton per year, the inten- 
tion apparently was to increase the aggregate 
receipts from tonnage dues, but as is shown 
by the statement of Mr. Batpwin, referred 

- to in our Washington dispatches it will have 
quite the contrary effect. The large amount 
of foreign sailing tonnage which visits our 
ports makes for the mosi part but one entry 
per year. Consequently, it would pay only 12 
cents per ton where now it pays 30, and the 
loss would far exceed the additional receipts 
from the steamers which make ten or twelve 
regular trips. There isa good deal of doubt 
whether the Shipping bill will get through 
the Senate in the remaining two days of 
the session, and still more whether it will 
get through both houses in proper shape, 
but it ought to have been known before this 
\ate day just what its provisions mean. 


When the Democrats are out of power in 
this State one of their favorite charges 
against Republicans is that they foster ex- 
wavagance and corruption in municipal 
yovernment by Legislative interference 
with the local affairs of cities. When they 
sre in power, they leave the performances 
of their opponents in the line of special le- 
gislation on city affairs entirely in the shade. 


There is an obvious difference between a 


change of principle in the system of muni- 


cipal government and an attempt to effect 
by legislation changes of detail which are 
entirely within the province of the local 
authorities. Democrats in the Assembly 
appear to be quite oblivious to this dis- 
tinction, and to have a decided preference for 
the latter kind of interference, especially 
where it affects the salaries of Democratic 
employes of the New-York City Govern- 
ment. The question of reducing the 
salaries of city employes has never been 
mooted without encountering the objec- 
tion that no such reduction could 
constitutionally be made during the 
term of office of the persons 
to be affected by it. But the constitutional 
objection seems to be lost sight of when it 
becomes a question of increasing the emolu- 
ments of public officers, though section 18, 
Article IIL, of the Constitution covers the 
one case as obviously as the other. Gov. 
CLEVELAND may make some political capital 
by vetoing all such bills as those introduced 
yesterday that may reach him; the Demo- 
cratic * majority can j only “illustrate . the 
hypocrisy and unscrupulousness of their 
party leaders by supporting this most odious 
kind of special legislation. 

” The opposition to the bill providing for 
the submission of a constitutional amend- 
ment making Legislative sessions bi- 
ennial seems to have died out as 
suddenly as it ‘arose. The bill was 
yesterday ordered to a third reading in 
the Assembly and has a fair chance of 
getting through the present Legislature. * It 
will require the approval of another before 
the question can be submitted to the people. 
If it ever gets to the polls there will be an 
overwhelming vote in the affirmative. Public 
confidence in the benefits of much legislation 
is very rapidly decreasing, and the conviction 
that the country is governed best which is 
governed least is steadily growing. The 
politicians of both parties may object to any 
inroads on their , perquisites, and ~ pro- 
fessional lobbyists ' will strenuously ‘ op- 
pose the curtailment “of their chances 
of making a living. But the people 
who have to bear the expense of Legislative 
sessions equally with those who feel a sense 
of relief on the adjournment of each suc- 
cessive Legislature will forgive a good deal 
to the law-makers who have virtue enough 
to furnish the means to diminish by one- 
half their chances of obtaining public no- 
toriety. 


The refusal of the Democratic Senators to 
act on the conference committee regarding 
the Tariff bill for reasons stated by Sen- 
ators Bayarp and Beck finally drove 
the President of the Senate to name 
Messrs. Manone and McDiiu to take 
the places of the Senators named. 
Thus constituted, the committee consists of 
eight extreme protectionists, one moderate 
protectionist, and one revenue reformer— 
Mr. CaRuis_x, who is also the only Demo- 
crat on the committee. . Several ses- 
sions were held yesterday, at the 
last , of which the full committee 
was present, but no agreement was arrived 
at, and the matter was adjourned until this 
morning. . This leaves only two days in 
which to secure an agreement in conference 
and action by the two houses. — It is obvious 
that the hope for any reasonable tariff iegis- 
lation, or, indeed, for any at all, is very slim. 


1HE.NEW-YORK APPOINTMENTS. 


The nominations which the President sent 
to the Senate yesterday for positions in the 
Federal service in this City were of a some- 
what mixed character, so far as concerns the 
antecedents of the appointees and the motives 
which apparently determined their choice. 
In the Custom-house the most important 
changes are those which were made neces- 
sary by the removal of Mr. Sizas W. Bort, 
the, present Naval Officer. He having 
been » nominated’ to the post of 
Chief Examiner to the Civil Service Com- 
mission, his post is to be filled by the ap. 
pointment of Cnarites K. Granam, the 
present Surveyor of the Port. Mr. Gra- 
HAM’s place is to be filled by the promotion 
of Mr. James L. Benepict to be Surveyor. 
The vacancy previously existing in the Gen- 
eral Appraiser’s office is filled by the nom- 
ination of Mr. AnpREw J. Perry, who is 
not now in the Customs service. 

The removal of Mr. Burt is incompre- 
hensible on any theory of proper adminis- 
tration, and is absolutely irreconcilable 
with the principle that underlies the law 
for the reform of the civil service. He has 
ability, integrity, and experience. No man 
in the service —certainly not Mr. GRanAM— 
can be regarded as his equal in his present 
place in value to the Government. There 
is not the shadow of fault to be found with 
the manner in which Mr. Burt has per- 
formed his duties. Moreover, he has 
been from the first an _ intelligent, 
faithful, and _ efficient supporter of 
the reform of the civil service which has 
just been embodied in law. It is not too 
much to say that his devotion and rare apti- 
tude in the application of the reform in the 
New-York Custom-house did more than any 
other influence to make its general accept- 
ance possible and to compel a reluctant Con- 
gress to pass the reform bill. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is obvious that if he were not 
where he is his appointment as Chief Ex- 
of the Civil Service Commission 
be an excellent one. But its 
wisdom and even its good faith 
are made more than doubtful when 
it is preceded by his removal from a post 
where he can be more useful to the reform, 
where his salary is nearly three times as 
large, where his general fitness is unques- 
tioned, and from which his removal is de- 
sired by noone except a class of politicians 
to whom the President should not.listen. 
The substantial injury to reform and 
the violation of its principles involved 
in the removal make the appearance 
of service to the reform and consistency 
with its principles implied by the new ap- 
pointment not only absurd but hypocritical. 
Moreover, since Mr. Burr is ousted from 
the Customs service for no other apparent 
reason than that he is a conspicuous civil 
service reformer, his nomination to an office 
under the Reform Commission is in effect a 
notice to the politicians that in that position 
a genuine reformer will be comparatively 
harmless. Nor is the matter mended by the 
selection of Mr. GRAHAM to succeed Mr. 
Burt, since Mr. GRAgAM, though unob- 
jectionable in his private character, has no 
special fitness for his new duties and no

‘under the influence of competition. 


record of unusual excellence as a public 
officer. 

The nomination of Mr. BenEeptct to be 
Surveyor—the vacancy once existing—1is an 
excellent one. As Auditor of the Custom- 
house that gentleman bears an enviable 
reputation, and has been for many years an 
efficient and faithful public officer. The 
choice of Mr. A. J. Perry as General Ap- 
praiser is purely a political one, and it is 
impossible to even consider it seriously from 
the stand-point of sound administration. 
Mr. Exrmv Root is an able lawyer, who 
will unquestionably make a perfectly com- 
petent District Attorney. © He is chosen by 
the President with full knowledge of his 
character and professional capacity, and no 
mistake has been made in his selection. 


What motives can have guided the Presi- 
dent in this curiously contradictory series of 
nominations it is difficult to conceive. ‘ Some 
of them are so eminently proper and judi- 
cious, and so entirely in accord with the 
principles of efficient administration, that 
one wonders how the man who made them 
could ' have ;, been ™ betrayed into making 
the others,” which ‘are entirely improper 
and * unwise» and inconsistent with 
his duty..to the ~ public service. As 
a" whole,.. they * are calculated ° to 
puzzle and discourage those who had relied 
on the President to loyally follow, even if he 
would not lead, in the work of reform 
which the country has, with so much diffi- 
culty, got begun.’ “On the other hand, there 
is the consoling reflection that the trading 
politicians cannot be wholly satisfied with 
them, and that the best, rather than the 
worst, of the nominations may be taken as 
precedents for Mr. ARTHUR’s future action. 


INTERNAL PROTECTION BY RAIL- 
ROAD RATES. 


The complaints of the dry goods trade 
which were yesterday laid before the Exec- 
utive Committee of the trunk line railroads 
regarding the classification of the merchan- 
dise in which they deal and the freight 
charges to which it iis subject bring to 
mind very forcibly the part which rail- 
roads have - long ; played as a taxing 
power. Neither the general ,Government 
nor State Governments have any authority 
to lay a tax on inter-State traffic, and the 
commercial prosperity of the country has 
been largely due to the fact that so far as 
Government action is concerned we have 
had internal free trade. * Products of differ- 
ent States and of different sections of the 
country are freely interchanged, and indus- 
tries are left to develop in a normal manner 
While 
this is true so far as the laws of the Nation 
and of the States are concerned, it is known 
that the railroads exercise to whatever ex- 
tent they may deem expedient and consis- 
tent with their own interests the power to 
regulate commerce between States and sec- 
tions, and even between different localities 
in the same State by discriminating taxes. 


It appears that during the war, when the 
production of domestic dry goods was very 
active and the home demand large, and 
when ; their } market = value . was . several 
times ¢ what, it is ‘now, ‘they were 
rated as first class ' merchandise , in 
the tariff schedules of the principal rail- 
roads, and that classification is still main- 
tained. Theresult-is that’ the freight 
charges for carrying a car-load of the prod- 
ucts of Eastern cotton mills to , Western 
markets are more than twice as great as the 
charges for carrying imported and domestic 
groceries, for instance. At the same time, 
the manufacture of these goods is springing 
up in the West and South, and the distribut- 
ing railways of those sections are charging 
very low rates for’ delivering the; product 
in the local markets. » The consequence is 
that { Eastern; fabrics are being gradually 
shut out of the Western markets by the 
operation of railroad rates. The effect, in 
short, is that of an internal protective tariff 
established by the railroad companies. The 
merchants who appeared at the conference 
in Commissioner Finx’s office yesterday 
gave some very cogent reasons why the 
rates of the trunk lines’ should be more 
favorable to domestic dry goods. - There is 
discrimination against them as compared 
with other goods of a corresponding value, 
and there is discrimination against them as 
compared with the same class of goods pro- 
duced in other parts of the country. More- 
over, as freight westward on the trunk lines 
is light compared to the movement eastward, 
it is obvious that sound policy would favor 
a promotion of its volume by fair if not 
liberal rates. 

It may be said that it is as much for the 
interest of the railroad companies as for that 
of the manufacturers and dealers in domes- 
tic fabrics to facilitate their distribution in 
the home market and that this discourage- 
ment is not intentional. This is possible, 
but it is hardly to be supposed that the 
transportation companies have been ignorant 
of the facts now brought to their attention 
or of the effect of their policy. Moreover, it 
is quite in accord with their general 
methods. A case has been brought to 
our attention in which it certain 
that the deliberate purpose in fixing 
the classification of goods was to discrimi- 
nate in fuvor of local manutactures and to 
protect them from competition. In the 
printed tariff of the ‘‘ great Southern freight 
and passenger lines from Northern and 
Eastern cities, via Charleston or Savannah, 
to all points in the South and South-west,’’ 
we find that domestic denims, sheetings, 
shirting, and ticking, in boxes and bales, 

‘*South bound,”’ are rated as ‘‘ first class,’’ 
while precisely the same goods ‘‘ shipped 
direct from Southern factories to all points 
North, East, and West’’ are sixth class. 
The result is that, taking, for instance, 
Columbus, Ga., an important Southern 
manufacturing point, the rate for these 
goods sent North to Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, New-York, Providence, or Boston, is

products of Eastern mills sent South it is 
$1 25 per hundred pounds. Here is a clear 
case of discrimination, the manifest pur- 
pose of which is to protect the Southern 
cotton factories from Northern competition. 
This could not be dove by authority of the 
Nation or of the State of Georgia, but it is 
done by a combination of railroads. 

It will be remembered how Mr, CLaus 
SPRECKELS was lately said to have main- 
tained his sugar monopoly on the Pacific 
coast. He raises and. manufactures

under the Hawaiian reciprocity treaty 
it is admitted to San Francisco free 
of duty, but that advantage is slight 
compared with that which accrues from his 
bargain with the railroads. They charge a 
prohibitory tariff on sugarscoming from the 
East, and share with Mr. Spreckets the 
profits of his monopoly in distributing his 
product in the {Pacific coast States. These 
are only a few instances of the application 
ofa policy which has long been common in 
railroad management, and which furnishes 
one of the reasons why railroads should be 
subject to Government control It is a 
serious question whetber they are to be per- 
mitted to exercise a power of taxation and 
of establishing discriminative and protec- 
tive internal tariffs which the Government 
itself cannot exercise. 


» THE ROYAL SILVER WEDDING. 


' Old Roupotpa of Hapsburg, with his 
rough gray coat, simple manners, and hard 
common sense, would have looked with con- 
tempt upon a‘royal pageant such as that 
with which the silver wedding of Germany’s 
Crown Prince and Britain’s royal Princess 
was celebrated in Berlin yesterday. In 
truth, these splendid shows belong rather 
to the Latin peoples than to Teutons. 
The eyes of the pleasure-loving Southern 
races delight in brilliant trappings and gay 
colors, while their yuick imaginations grasp 
the symbolism underlying all the mimic pres- 
entations of past times and distant scenes 
with a readiness not to be expected of the 
more’ deliberate German. The barbaric 
Princess chained to a chariot in a triumph 
suggested to a Roman crowd the conquest 
of a new Province as vividly as the fire- 
works so freely let off by his late Majes- 
ty Napotzon III. on _ féte - days 
symbolized ~to a mob _ of gaping 
Frenchmen the matchless glories of the em- 
pire. : But we suspect the Berlinese did not 
get very much excited yesterday over the 
processions and tableaus recalling the mighty 
past of the Holy Roman and the British Em- 
pire, though the resplendent trappings, the 
fine ‘costumes, the 10,000 wax candles, 
and the settled consciousness that the Ho- 
HENZOLLERNS are 4 ruling family of whom 
any subject people might be proud, mingled 
with a dim teeling that Queen EL1zaBETH 
was an eminent sovereign, too, and the con- 
viction that this life would be tame in- 
deed but for bugles and uniforms, may 
have sent a good many Germans to bed last 
night ina condition of unusual emotional 
disturbance. 

The HonENzOLLERNS have good reason 
to celebrate their domestic’ festivals with 
this pomp and publicity. They set an ex- 
cellent example to their people. . They. are 
irreproachable husbands, and fond of the 
joys of home to a degree ‘very unusual 
among dwellers in palaces. . Their | regi- 
ments, their armies, and their’ wars are first 
in their thoughts doubtless, for they are all 
great soldiers, but tbeir wives and their 
ehildren come next. ; The Prince of Wauzs, 
who took part in yesterday’s ceremonies, 
probably thinks them a very. pokey lot, 
for he is‘ neither a soldier “nor: quite a 
model family man. - But why did this Ho- 
HENZOLLERN family select a HapsBpure and 
a very insignificant one at that, for portrayal 
in their masquerade as the representative of 
the Germany of the past? - Freprriox IIL, 
ruler of the Holy Roman Empire from 1440 
to 1498, was one of the most contemptible 
monarchs who ever sat upon a throne. . The 
Electors of Germany chose’ him ‘merely be-. 
cause he was a nonentity, believing their in-} 
dividual ' greatness in less danger of eclipse 
under a figure-head Emperor. - FREDERICK’S, 
record contains few creditable actions, and 
it is stained with his attempt to subjugate 
Switzerland with'the aid of French mer-; 
cenaries and with his cringing subserviency 
to the Pope. , It was an outrageous insult to 
England’s greatest Queen to put her in such 
company. There was more power in Exiza- 
BETH’s little finger than in FREDERICK’S 
whole body; and the splendor of English 
national and. intellectual life {during her 
reign makes a too violent contrast with the 
meanness of German history in FREDERICK’S 
to allow of: a comparison at all satisfactory 
to the subjects of Emperor W111. = If 
the international character of the pageant 
required an English ruler to offset Frep- 
ERICK, Joun of Anjou should have been 
chosen for representation. 

It hus taken Germany many centuries to 
accomplish it, but she has finally overcome 
thecentrifugal and segregating forces which 
long kept her, as a nation, so far behind 
England and France. The family ambi- 
tions of her rulers outweighed their loyalty 
to their empire for generations before and 
after the time of Freperick IIL. 
The national idea is now _ appar- 
ently strong.. How much it depends upon 
the firmness of the central authority can 
only be determined when the men who knit 
the jealous States into a unity have given 
place to others perhaps less autocratic and 
absolute. This silver wedding of the Crown 
Prince, with its brilliant pictures of the 
past, serves to mark the civil progress of the 
Germans. The people of the empire have 
gained much in the four hundred years since 
FREDERICK III. ruled. But they have still 
much to gain before they reach the condition 
of freedom and political contentment of the 
people from whom their Crown Prince chose 
his consort. 


THE LAME DUCKS. 

The last Congressional election was un- 
usually fatal to the reputation and standing 
of American statesmen. Of course, it can- 
not be otherwise when the politics of the 
House of Representatives is changed at one 
popular election. When the Speaker’s ham- 
mer falls next Sunday or Monday, (at the 
end of the legislative day known as March 
4,) and the Forty-seventh Congress comes to 
an end, a great number of men who have 
cut a considerable figure in politics will be 
out of business. For ex-Congressmen 
who do not care to return to 
their constituents and take up the 
ordinary tasks that they relinquished 
when they were sent to Washington 
there are two courses open. They may seek 
office at the hands of the President, or they 
may become claim agentsand lobbyists. The 
latter avocation is more congenial to them 
than any other; it keeps them in Washing: 
ton, and they hang around the Capitol, half- 
persuading themselves that nothing has hap- 
pened to them. They have the privilege of 
the floor, as the right to enter the hall of the 
House during a session is called. and this is 





not only valuable to the lobbyist, but it is 
a mark of distinction which can only be en- 
joyed in Washington, and which, so to 
speak, ‘‘ lets down easy’”’ the ex-member. 

The Executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, we have reason to believe, dreads a 
change in the politics of the lower house 
when that body has been in sympathy with 
the Administration. Not only is the Presi- 
dent deprived of the undivided support of 
the Senate and the House, but he is ex- 
pected to look after ‘‘ the lame ducks,’’ as 
they are called who have been .relegated by 
their constituents to private life. Having 
once tasted the sweets of office, a Congress- 
man finds it difficult, if not painful, to take up 
the thread of existence once more among his 
fellow-citizens where it ‘was broken off. 
How can the petty magnate of his ‘“‘ dees- 
trick”’ return to the people before whom 
he so lately masqueraded as a statesman, 
and sink into his original obscurity ? ‘ How 
can the great man bear the sight of his 
successful rival receiving from toadies and 
sycophants the homage which he 60 lately 
inhaled as grateful incense? How can the 
man who has worn the toga lay aside that 
classic garment and resume the occupations 
of ordinary men, to whom he has so long 
held himself superior ? 

It was thought a difficult problem to dis- 
pose of the combatants when the war of 
the rebellion was over and avast army of 
soldiers were to be returned to civil life 
North and South. And it will long be told, 
to the glory of the Republic, how hundreds 
of thousands of fightefs laid down their 
arms and returned to the peaceful “voca- 
tions of life without a shock or jar to the 
framework of society. But a greater and 
more difficult problem is the disposition of a 
body of Congressmen who have failed of a 
re-election, and who must, in the language 
of the politicians, “be provided for.’’ Once an 
office-holder, always an office-seeker, is more 
nearly true of Congressmen than of any 
other class of those who subsist at the pub- 
lic crib. There was once a Federal office- 
holder in a Western city who was removed 
for good reasons, and who, hurrying to 
Washington, secured a clerkship. During 
the remainder of his life he regarded each 
successive tenant of the office he once held 
as his natural enemy, and he! made it his 
business to defame innocent men whom he 
never knew, but who were guilty of suc- 
ceeding him at long intervals. He died 
after twenty years of vain endeavor to get 
back into the place from which he had been 
justly removed. 

More impracticable than this, because 
more accustomed to dispense patronage, is 
the Congressman from under whom the peo- 
ple have abruptly pulled his support.» At 
the end of the present Congress there will be 
a brigade waiting for places. { There is Mr. 
CHARLES G. Wrutrams, of’ Wisconsin, who 
is now Chairman of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, and who is willing to be 
a Land Register in Dakota; for, should that 
Territory become a State, he will be ready 

,to come back as Congressman once more. 
This is what Congressional ‘‘ lame ducks’’’ 
are sent into Territories for. » Then there’ 
is Mr.“ Ropeson, of New-Jersey, who,’ as 
Secretary,‘ Representative, * and partner ‘ of 
Mr. W. E. CHanpvieR, has managed to in- 
flict upon the United States Navy damage 
‘which cannot be repaired in fifty years. Mr.’ 
‘Roberson’ would ; like a first class foreign 
‘mission, but will accept a second class place. ‘ 
Mr. Page, of » California, by ‘a stroke 
‘of good fortune, was taken from the stage- 
“box of the conveyance that he drove “from 
‘Shingle Springs to Hangtown, and was shot, 
“so to speak, into the House of Representa- 
‘tives. : He has swaggered about as the dis-’ 


‘ penser of Presidential patronage in his State, 


‘and has made and unmade Federal officers. 
He’ would fain be’ Superintendent of the 
‘branch Mint in San Francisco, and the man 
whom Paag, in the plenitude” of his power, 
put there, must‘ go out in order that Pacn 
may go in.; Mr.’ Joseph JORGENSEN, of 
‘Virginia, * will. go® to“ the~ Land Office 
of ; Walla , Walla, , Washington Territory.

The ex-Con-, 
gressmen who become office-seekers instead 
of office brokers are in pitiable case. Many 
honorable gentlemen go back to their farms, 
merchandise, and law offices without ado 
and resume’ their occupations as if they 
were glad of the relief.~’ But, for the most 
part, the men who have been in Congress 
and have outlived their Congressional use- 
fulness are forever spoiled. They cannot 
get back into Congress, and they demand 
that the national Government shall find 
them a place and give them easy employ- 
ment. 





The special correspondent of the London 
Times gives a fair idea of the magnificence which 
will attend the Emperor of Russia’s coronation 
when he states that the preparations for that im- 
portant ceremony include sixteen vats of beer, 
forty electric lights, and nine hundred thousand 
pies. The electric lights are for the Kremlin, and 
the pies and beer for the crowd which is expeeted 
to assemble to see the show. This pie scheme is 
vertainly a most brilliant diplomatic stroke, and 
one which the most malignant Nihilist will never 
be able to survive. Backed up by the flood ef beer, 
this avalanche of nine hundred thousand simul- 
taneous pies is cunningly calculated by the Russian 
Prime Minister to sweep the discontent of the 
Moujiks and Slavs from its foundation and sup- 
plant it by anelement of most profound peace.

Home missionaries desirous of eradicating 
the natural tendency of the average citizen to 
hard words should turn their attention to the 
several methods of torture employed by corpora- 
tions against the private owners of tender feet in 
this City. The popular flooring of street ears eon- 
sists of slats two inches wide, with interstices 
nicely calculated to admit amy coin which may 
be casually dropped by a passenger, and also ad- 
mirably suited to serve the purpose of breaking 
off the ferules of canes, parasols, and umbrellas. 
Prominent retail firms on Broadway are fast fol- 
lowing this philanthropic example, and are setting 
out granite slabs ingeniously ehiseled into a sem- 
blance to a waffle mold and thickly populated 
with knobs, bumps, and protuberances, ranging 
from a half to one inch in height, and sharp 
enough to make themselves felt through the sole 
of any shoé not bound in east iron. This form of 
pavement is supposed to offer secure footing in 
Winter. It does not. On the contrary, the hol- 
lews afford a resting-place forice, and defy the 
shovel to remove it, and, in case ef rain, make the 
walk one series of minute puddles, which will re- 
main hours after the shower is over. In dry 
weather, when thin shoes are worn, one may ob- 
serve on the countenance of nearly every passer- 
by that facial change said by physiognomists to 
indicate acute bodily suffering the moment he or 
she strikes the pavement in question.

A topic which is now receiving some atten- 
tion in England is the rate of mortality among em- 
igrants on ocean steam-ships. Dr. J. A. Inwsy, in 
the British Medical Journal, (Deo. 23, 1882,) states 
that en the least fortunate steam-sbip line, in 1881, 
the rate was 1 in every 509 passengers; on ten other 
lines the rate (which he prints.in tabular form) de- 
creases, the best showing being made by one of 
the most popular companies on whose ships only 
1 passenger in 3,318 died at sea. According to 
Dr. Inwrn the position of ship surgeon in the Brit- 
ish mercantile marine is filled with little more 
efficiency than it was in the Royal Navy when Dr, 
SMOLLET wrote “ Rederick Random.” The highest 
salary paid toaship surgeon is £10 per month. 
On one of the newest and most magnificent steam- 
ers, With a vastand gorgeous saloon, comfortable 
state-rooms, and all the most recent contrivances 
fer ventilation and the like, the surgeon’s room 
“measures five feet eleven inches by five feet 
three inches, is without any window or port- 
hole, and is situated below in a narrow 
thwart-ship passage, the door being oppo- 
site to and within thirty inches of the 
Passengers’ closets.” The surgeon, this gentleman 
says, ranks on shipboard with the steward, the eook, 
and the carpenter. He no longer has a servant or 
assistant, and is obliged to get what help he needs 
from the “ mess-room steward” or officers’ bey. 
Last vear a rule was made that the surgeon must 
examine for vaceination all the steerage passen- 
gers, vaccinating those persons requiring the ope- 
ration, and give ** certificates” to the entire num- 
ber, frequently more than 1,500. For this work he 
receives no additional pay. Most of the ship sur- 
geons, Dr. IRwIN asserts, are young and inexperi- 
enced. Asa consequence he insists that “ there 
is among passengers a much larger amount of siek- 
ness and a far hizher mortality than is justified by 
the necessities of transit.” . Admitting that many 
of the steerage passengers are subjected, before 
embarkation, to unusual influenees which 
‘endanger the health, such as undne excitement, 
grief at parting with friends, sleeplessness, and, in 
some cases, over-indulgence in alcohelic stimu- 
lants, he contends that emigrants from Great 
-Britain, as a elass, are a hardy lot, among whom 


the proportion of aged persons and infants are. 


small,and that they are subjected to medical ex- 
amination and passed as healthy before sailing. 

Both the Lancet and the publication above quoted 
have recently given considerable space to editorial 
discussion of this subject. The Manchester Medi- 
co-Ethical Association passed a resolution early in 
‘December calling for a Government inquiry into 
the status and efficiency of surgeons on passenger 
‘ships, and a movement is on foot to bring the med-" 
ical department of the mereantile marine directly 
under Government control.

An investi- 

gation showed that the traps in the wash-basin 

and bath-room connected with his sleeping apart- 

ments had been disarranged by the pressure of 

the gas. and that the atmosphere he breathed 

at night was leaded with infectious matter. It 

was discovered also that the house was so situated 

as to form a sort of ventilating shaft for the Fur- 

man-street sewerage system, standing upon high 
ground, so that its pipes eonstituted the apex of ' 


the whole network of conduits with which they‘ 
‘communicated. The result was that, with the best, 


work in the world, it would have been next to im- 
possible to prevent percolation into the building of, 
the noxious gases of decay. Mrs. Rooxwext, the: 
widow, was buried on Saturday, Feb. 24, a sudden 
attack of pneumonia, the way for which was pre- 
pared by the malarious atmesphere, having ter- 
As the facts comnected with the 
death of the granddaughter, the illaess of the 
grandson, and the subsequent demise of Mr. Rock- 
WELL are such as to point to infection from the 
sewage pipes as the cause of the trouble, and as, 
in some particulars, the case is as typical of sewer- 
gas poisoning as that ‘ described“ by Dr. 
Kgatine, of Philadelphia, recently ' adverted 
to in these columns, it is not surprising that 
medical men have already evinced an interest 
in its details. It seems clear that there was a rela- 
tien of cause and effect between the disarrange- 
ment of the traps and consequent infection of the 
house -with sewer gas, and the attacks of scarlet 
fever and diphtheria that so immediately fol- 
lowed. In point of fact, Mr.\ Rockwre1t had 
erected a handsome ventilator for the Furman- 
street sewer, while intending to produce the most 
perfect piece of sanitary construction in Brook- 
lyn; and through this mistake the beautiful home 
he had founded was broken up, and three lives 
were sacrificed to the fetich of that mysterious 
germ which none but M. Pasrevr and Mr. Tyrn- 
DALL have ever yet discovered. The facts of the 
ease should be carefully investigated. and if, as a 
prominent engineer remarked the other day, tales 
could betold of the plumbing of our houses of 
which none yet dream a new crusade of sanitary 
science should be set on foot at onee.

MRS. ' AGASSIZ’8 HISTORY OF THE ENTER 
_ PRISE—PROPOSALS FOR THE FUTURE. j 
Boston, March 1.—The scheme for the cok 
legiate instruction of wemen in Cambridge, popu: 
larly knowr as the “ Harvard Annex,” has so far 
suceceded during its four years’ existence to the 
satisfaction of the committee of ladies establish 
ing and directing it that a new departure is pro 
posed. Ata private meeting of ladies to-day a re 
port embodying the history of the enterprise by 
Mrs. Louls Agassiz was read, and the propositiog 
to offer the annex to Harvard for adoption, with 
an endowment of $100,000 presented. This 
proposition has been contemplated for somé¢ 
time, and slready $26,000 has been subscribed 
toward the fund, one subscription of $5,000, from 
Thomas G. Appleton, being recsived to-day. Mrs. 
Agassiz’s report, which the Advertiser will publish 
te-morrow, shows that since the enterprise was be- 
gun the number of pupils has averaged from 4 ta 
40. Three of these, who have held high rank 1 all 


their studies, are graduating this year, and others 
are preparing to do so in the two following years. 
As now limited,:the annex is, for the class of women 
to whom it especially appeals, very expensive. 
The charge per year for a full eollege course is $200, 
$50 more than is paid by Harvard students. It 
therefore costs those who enter for the whole four 
years $800, besides the ‘expense of living in Cam- 
bridge. The single courses are $75a year. Thus 
far the students have been eithsr young women 
fitting as teachers or older women who are al 

ready teachers, but who allow themselves out of 
their small earnings the rare luxury of a little 
change from teaching to learning, that they may 
go baek to their work refreshed and betcer pre- 
pared. To these are to be added not a few women 
of seholarly tastes with means to gratify them, 
who come to study under higher auspices simply 
because they enjoy it. ; 

“We have had as yet no flighty students, 
brought by the novelty of the thing,” says the re« 
port, “and very little fragmentary, half-digest 
work. Our instruction nas, of course, been | 
by the laek of laboratories, apparatus, .books, &c, 
We have, however, with the heip of friends, .col- 
lected a working library of some 800 vol- 
umes. For the first time this year we 
have also. through the generosity of mr. W 
one of the Harvard instructors, the comman 
of a small physical laboratory fitted up by him 
with all the necessary apparatus. The standard ei 
work has been high, exceptionally so, in a aumbez 
of instances, and theinterest of the Harvard in- 
structors has kept pace with the zeal of their stu: 
aents, Concerning the general result of the ex 
periment it is remarked that certain anxieties re 
specting the presence of young women as students 
in a university tewn without constant oversight of 
their daily lives have vanished on near app 
The students are scattered by twos and threes in 
Cambridge families, their lodgings being chosen fot 
them by their friends or by the ladies of our Ex- 
eeutive Committee. They quietly pursue their oc- 
cupations as unnotieed as the duughters ef any 
Cambridge residents, nor has any objection or ob- 
staele arisen on that score. The students manifest 
no desire for eo-education, The element of com- 
petition with men does not enter into their aims. 
They simply want the best education they can get, 
and they seek it at Harvard because the means te 
that end exist there.” 

What it is proposed to ask of the college by those 
interested in the annex, in case provision can be 
made for its own expenses, to continue a work 
which has thus far been eonducted so quietly and 
inoffensively that it has already attracted observa- 
tion. Within the past year a charter of imcorpora- 
tion has been received for the annex, in which the 
object of the society was explained and its inten- 
tion stated of “transferring the whole, orany 
of its funds or property to the President an fel- 
lows of Harvard College whenever the same can be 
so done asto advance the purposes stated above 
jn a manner satisfactory to the association.” That

PASTERN DRY GOODS HEN ASEING 
LOWER RATES. 

GNABLE TO COMPETE AT THE PRESENT 

FREIGHT CHARGES WITH THE MAND- 

FACTURERS IN THE WEST AND SOUTH. 


The Executive Committee of the railroad 
trunk nes met a large number of the representa- 
tives of the dry goods trade in Commissiener 
Fink's office yesterday afternoon for the purpose 

” »f considering the classification of domestic dry 
on west-bound traffic. The railroads were 
represented by Assistant Commissioner N. Guil- 
ford, and General Freight Agents H. J. Hayden, of 
the Central; R. C. Vilas, of the Erie; John 8. 
Wilson, of the Pennsylvania, and Frank Harriott, 
of the Baltimore and Ohio. About 30 dry goods 
.merchants were present, including O. N. Bliss, Levi 
M. Bates, Charlies S. Smith, William D. Farwell, T. 
Jefferson Cooledge, Woodbury Langdon, Gardner 
Colby, L. G. Woodhouse, Lowell Lincoln, Jacob 
Bamberger, Oliver Harriman, H. S. Hart, S. 
M. Milliken, Louis Stix, and George Hill. 
Pharles S. Smith, of George C. issesardson 
& Co., presented a petition signed by nearly all of 
the dry goods merchants of New-York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago, St. Louis, and 
other prominent Western cities, and by repre- 
‘sentatives of all the large cotton mills in New- 
England. Mr. Smith said that the sienatures fairly 
represented an aggregate eapital of more than 
§150,000,000. The petition was addressed to Com- 
missioner Fink and the Executive Committee of 
the trunk lines, and it represented that the exist- 
ing classification of domestic dry goods on the 
western-bound traffic of the trunk lines is unjust 
and injurious to business. 

The following reasons were given in support of 
the request that the olassification should be re- 
duced. “ During the war the classification of this 
kind of merchandise was raised because the goods 


became so valuable as to warrant it; sheetings 
worth from $400 to $500 during the war now sell 
from $45 to $60 per bale. These goods, as first class, 
are now subject to a higher relative charge on their 
value than any other textile fabrie, and are out of 
all proportion to the staples of the grocery trade, 
for sheetings and plain domestics are the flour and 
sugar of the dry goods trade, and are sold with lit- 
tle orno profit either by m!lis or jobbers. The 
West is now making this class of goods, and is be- 
soming a serious competitor to Eastern mills. 
Sheetings made at the West are delivered over the 
Western railroads to distributing points at reduced 
Yates, classified as bagging. Business between the 
East and West on these fabrics will necessarily be 
reduced unless this classification is changed.”’ Mr. 
Smith stated that he had carefully studied the 
freight schedules, but was unable to understand 
the principles and methods upon which the system 
was: . He was certain that an unfair diserim- 
nation was made against domestic dry goods.

Southern-made 
goods were delivered at his aoor free of charge. 

Mr. Vilas said that he did not understand that the 
railroad men were expeeted to make any remarks 
at this meeting. They had come to listen toa 
presentation of complaints by the dry goods men. 
fa his opinion, the main question to be considered 
was one of competition. The trunk lines certainly 
fid not want to see the Eastern manufacturers and 
merchants placed at a disadvantage in their com- 
petition with Southern and Western people. ‘It 

ou can show us,’’ said he, “tkat by reason of 
bien freight rates in the North and East the manu- 
turers ofthe Seuth are able to undersell the 
manufacturers of the North, then we shail be ob- 
jiged to reduce our rates. I do not think that the | 
ary goods men have any business to criticise our 
freight charges on coffee, sugar, or other kinds of 
goods. We are ready to discuss the rights of the 
ary goods trade pureiy on their own merits.” Mr. 
john S. Wilson, of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
thought that the dry goods trade should be placed 
pn an equality with all other trades with 
respect to the freight-carrying business. 
Mr. Frank Harriott, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, said that the trunk line committee would 
like to have the dry goods mer put their com- 
plaints and request in more definite form than the 
petition. He wanted a statement of facts as to the 
points with which the Eastern mills were in com- 
petition, the rates of treight imposed upon the 
products of Southern and Western mills to these 
pompeting points, and the rates desired by the 
Eastern manufacturers and dealers. Mr. Smith, in 
behalt of the dry goods men, said that he could see 
ne objection to furnishing such a statement, and 
the meeting adjourned.

THE GEORGIA RAILWAY DECISION. 
TEXT OF THE OPINION OF JUDGE CRAWFORD 
OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 1.—The decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the Geergia Rail- 
way against the Railroad Commission, delivered 


pn Wednesday, is as follows: 


The object of the constitutional! provision confer- 
‘ing power upon the Legislature to regulate rail- 
road freights and passenger tariffs to prevent un- 

ust discrimination and require reasonabie aud 
ust freights and tariffs, and making it the duty 
of the Legisiature to pass laws in further- 
ance of this provision, was to give preper 
protection to the citizens against unjust 
tates for the transportation of freight and passen- 
gers over the railroads of the State and to 
prevent unjust diserimination, even thongh 
the rates might be just. It was not 
pxpected that the Legislature should do 
more than pass laws to accomplish the ends in 
yiew. Nor were they required to enter into the de- 
tails of settling freights and tariffs over all the rail- 
roedsinthe State. The Railroad Commissioners are 
officers appointed to carry into execution the laws 
by the Legislature amd are constitutional 
pfieers. The powers of the Railroad Commission 
gre not legislative. The power to adopt rules and 
reguiations to carry into effect a law alreaay 
differs from a power to enact the law. 

“ Acts of incorporation granting exclusive privi- 
leges to the corporators are always to be strictly 
construed, and whatever is not expressly given 
therein, or not necessarily implied therefrom is 
witbheld. The twelfth section of the charter of 
the Georgia Railroad and Company was 
as follows: 

“ That the said Geo Railroad Company shall at 
ali times have the exciusive right of transportation or 
conveyance of persons, merchandise, aad produce 
over the railroad and railroads to be by them con- 
structed while they see fit to exercise the exclusive 
right. provided that the charge of transportation or 
conveyance shall not exceed 50 cents per hundred 
een £0n heavy articles and 10 cents per cubic foot 

0 articles of measurement forevery hundred miles, 
snd 5 cents per mile for every passenger.” 

Held that the exclusive right granted by this sec- 
tion was the right of transportation or conveyance 
pf persons, merchandise, and produee over the 
railroad and railroads to be by them constructed. 
The State did not contract with the company to 
Kuaerantee to it the exclusive right te change the 
maximum rates named. 

Such a contract cannot be reached by construing 
the provise in this section, nor is this the office of a 
proviso. Judgment aflirmed. Judge Hall con- 
curred in the judgment on special grounds. 

Litigation in this case will not end here, how- 
ever, as a writ of error will be applied for and the 
case will carried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. The case, therefore, may be kept 
in court for several years. ‘I'he important ques- 
tion at present is whether or not the granting of 
the writ of error will continue in force the tem- 
porary .injunction which now restrains the Com- 
missioners from regulating rates for the Geor- 
gia Railroad. However long the case may 
remain in court the fina! resuit may be consiclered 
pow known, since the Supremes Court has prac- 
tically passed upon it unanimously. ‘The result of 
the case, while it is not finally determined, is 
gratifying to the people of Georgia. The Railroad 
Commission has been of great service to both r_ail- 
road and people. It would have been a public 
tulamity to have had it crippled by an adverse de- 
cision of the highest court in the State. 


GREAT RAILWAY SUIT. 
JALIFORNIA BUES THE CENTRAL PACIFIC 
COMPANY FOR NEARLY TWO MILLION. 


San Francisco, March 1.—A suit was filed 
to-day in the Superior Court by the State of Califor- 
pia against the Central Pacific Railroad €empany 
to recover $1,942,500, with legal interest. The oom- 
pleint states that in 1864 an aet was passed by the 
Btate Legislature to aid in the construction of the 
railroad and to secure the use of the same to the 


State for military purposes. The act states that 
the aid granted by the United States was insuffi- 
cient to complete the road, and in view Of the siate 
bf war at that time and the necessity for ths 
rompletion of the road to repel invasion. the 
State authorized the railroad to issue hords, the 
‘uterest on which was made payable at the 
State Treasury. the bonds to be secured 
by one or more mortgages on the reiizroad. 
{a return the railroad shall tramsport, free of 
ybarze. all public messencers, convicts, materials 


for the State Capitol building, articles for exhibition 
at State fairs, ‘State troops going to the seat 
of war, &c. It was also provided that the railroad 
shall, within 90 days of the receipt of the patent 
from the United States, convey to this State in fee 
simple, the south half of section No. 19, township 
No. 11, with all granite and quarries thereon. 
The provisions of the act were accepted by 
the railroad May 4, 1864, the acceptance hav- 
ing been signed by Leland Stanford and E. 
H. Miller. The complaint states that California 
has perfermed its part of the contract, and has 
paid interest on 1,500 one-thousand-dollar bonds 
to the amount of $1,942,500, and that the rai-road 
has failed to act according to its agreement by re- 
fusing to transport passengers, and has never ap-

The case involved 
the comstitutionality of the act creating 
the Railroad Commission and the right 
of that commission to assess the railroads 
in the State. The railroad company claimed 
that the Commissioners assessed their property too 
higa and gave them no notice. and that there was 
no ap. from the assessment. The principal 
point eS semee Major’s decision is that the State 
nas the right to tax all the railroads ig the State in 
the mapaer adopted by the commission. 


Councit Buiurrs, March 1.—The tax to aid 
the new Yowa trunk line through Oskaloosa to 
Council Bluffs is being voted all along the line.

OCHiCAGO MARKETS ACTIVE. 


NO WEAKENING IN SPITE OF FINE WEATHER 
—NEW-YORK BUYING. 

CHIcaGo, March 1.—The leading produce 
markets were fairly active to-day, and unexpected- 
ly stronger. It was thought that the fine weather 
would prove to be an irresistible bear argument, 
but it was not. The property was wanted by 
buyers. Yesterday was the third day of fine 
weather, and the markets had refused to weaken 
seriously. This made many people think that there 
was an element of strength which they had not 
calculated upon, and so they went into the field as 
buyers while the longs saw their opportunity and 
let loose freely. Provisions were rather quiet, 
and much stronger, though in a more uncertain 


way than was the ease with grain. Pork advanced 
10 cents, fell back 12% cents, and closed 5 to 744 
cents above the latest prices of Wednesday, at 
$18 6734 for oy with a slight widening of the 
premium on the longer futures. Lard advanced 5 
cents, and closed a shade better than the previous 
evening, at $11 72% asked for May. Short ribs 
were active, and advanced 5 cents, closing strong 
at the top. at $10 18 asked for May. On the after- 
noon call the market was steady, closing at $18 70 
for May pork and $11 70 for May lard, but weak- 
ened subsequently on the curbstone. 

Wheat was more active and much stronger, ad- 
vancing 14% cents, and closing 44 cent above the 
latest prices of Wednesday at $1 0854 for March, 
and $1 18% forMay. The British markets reported 
a better tone, and our receipts were smaller than 
was anticipated, while the money deliveries on 
March contracts were decidedly light. The 
weather was fine, and wheat reports received 
from the Winter wheat regions were generally 
favorabie to the crop yield. But New-York 
was strong,‘ and sent some puying orders 
here, perhaps because both Liverpool and London 
were ry firmer, and the demand here soon ex- 
ceeded the offerings. This brought out sellers, 
however, parties who had bought on the recent 
lower prices selling freely both here and in Mil- 
waukee, the latter point weakening in conse- 
quence. There wasa moderate demand for car- 
lots, which advanced 44 cent, except that No. 2 
Springsold at 1 to 134 cents higher;in sympathy with 
futures. On the afternoon call the market was 
steady. 

Corn was active and strong, advancing % to 1 
cent, and closing 4% to 34 cent above the latest 
prices of Wednesday, at 5754 cents for March and 
6244 cents bid for May. Liverpool reported **mere 
money asked,”’ but our receipts were about 10 per 
cent. larger than on the previous day. The chief 
point in the situation seemed to be the report of a 
large movement from the sea-board, and a good 
shipping demand here, which sent the market for 
car lots up fully 1 cent per bushel. It seemed as if 
the fine weather, with the prospects of a favorable 

lanting season, would have sent futures down, but 
or that and the strength in wheat, especially as 
the March deliveries were heavy early in the day. 
The trading was chiefly for May, as heretofore, 
with some changing over among the nearer 
months and a little more inquiry for June. For- 
eign advices are understood to promise a well sus- 
tained demand foreorn at about present prices.

A WRECKED INSURANCE COMPANY. 


THE CONDITION OF THE MANHATTAN FIRE 
COMPANY—AN IMMENSE DEFICIENCY. 


ALBANY, March 1. — Insurance Superin- 
tendent Fairman has gone to New-York to inquire 
into the condition of the Manhattan Fire Insurance 
Company, whose Secretary, Louis Carman, is re- 
ported to have absconded. On Oct. 20, 1882, 
Deputy Superintendent Mcvall visited the office of 
the Manhattan Fire with a view to ex- 
amining its condition. On that occasion Andrew 
J. Smith, President of the company, exhibited 
the books, which showed that under the strictest 

? application of the State standard the $250,000 cap!- 


tal of the.Manhattan was impaired to the extent 
of $31,412 44. The exact figures given to Mr. Mc- 
Call by Smith were: Unpaid losses, $70,000: rein- 
surance reserve, $218,940 82; capita] stock, $250,000: 
total liabilities, $533,940 82; total asse.., $502,528 38; 
impairment of capital, $31,412 44. Smicu claimed 
at this time that the company's reinsu- 
rance liahity would be assumed by an- 
other company for 30 per cent. less than 
the sum cha..ed for reinsurance reserve. 
Had this statement been true the company had at 
the date mentioned a net surplus of $32,769 80, or 
with its capital stock $282,769 80 over and above 
its liability to policy-holders. The Superintendent 
is anxious to ascertain what has become of the 
$282,769 80 which the company’s President stated 
was on hand in October last, Looking at it in the 
worst possible light, namely. that the company 
made nothing by reinsuring its risks, still there 
ought to have been hand 
587 56; but instead of 
that there is not a 
the stockholders, even if the charge that the Secre- 
tary is a defaulter to the extent of $40,000 be true. 
There is yet a deficiency of $178,000 to be aecounted 
for by President Smith, and if the accounting be 
not satisfactory the matter, it is said, will be 
brought to the attention of the Grand Jury. 

On the day Mr. McCall visited the office of the 
Manhattan Company its President sent the follow- 
ing letter to Insuranee Superintendent Fairman:

Wall-street, it was said that it was no unusual 
msn J for Carman to remain away from his home 
weeks at a time on a protracted spree, and but for 
the discovery of his defalcation his disappearance 
on Saturday last would have attracted no particu- 
lar attention from his friends. Mrs. Carman, it 
was said, knew this peeuliarity of her husband, 
and acted very foolishly or very maliciously in in- 
forming the Police of his absence from home. But 
for this action of hers the knowledge that he had 
stolen the money of the company would probably 
have been confined to the Directors. The defalca- 
tion was not the cause, directly or indirectly, of 
the winding up of the business of the company, 
and there was no intentionof prosecuting Carman 
should he return. 8S. T. Hosmer, who succeeded 
him as Secretary on Jan. 1,said to a Times re- 
porter that the entire amount of Carman’s defalca- 
tion is now known, and that it will reach about 
$40,000. A statement of the condition of the com- 
pany was sent to the State Insurance Superintend- 
ent at Albany last evening, but the officers de- 
clined to give it for publication, on the ground that 
such action would be discourteous to the Superin- 
tendent, who is entitled to a knowledge of the 
facts in the case before they are made public. Mr. 
Hosmer and his assistants are still busy transfer- 
ring the risks of the Manhattan Company to the 
Phenix Fire Insurance Company of Brooklyn.

PROF. SUMNERINSTRUCTS HIS CRITICS 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Mr. Mudge evokes from his own conscious- 
ness the fact that wages are from 50 to 75 per cent. 
of the * cost of an article” in manufactures. The 
census says that they are 16 per cent. of the value 
of the product. He finds somewhere that the 
wages paid are $2,650,000,000; The census says 
they are $948,000,000. He thinks that 2,700,000 
laborers would have no means of livelihood if they 
did not live on their fellow-citizens. If so they are 


paupers,and my figures only show that we are 
supporting them in the most expensive way, and 
that we might gain by supporting them in idleness. 
He naturally and logically regards immigration 
with appreliension. If there are already 2,700,000 
more persons here than the soil can support, every 
ship-lead of new-comers is only s0 many more to 
be supported by taxes on those already here. But 
if the country is over-populated and no more sub- 
sistence can be got out of the ground, more per- 
sous to be supported means a bigger divisor for 
the same dividend and lower cemfort forall. Still 
he fears, as the final calamity, that, after riots here, 
some of the immigrants will go back. 

“ Merchant” says that prices would rise in the 
world’s market if we should buy $3,700,000,000 
worth of goods there. They would havea margin 
of 944 per cent. to rise before the profits of pen- 
sioning off the manufacturers ($373,000,000) would 
be used up, and they would have a margin of 43 

er cent. to rise before the rise would equal our 
oss by pretection, ($1,600,000,000.) I suppose that a 
merchant knows what to think ofa rise of 10 per 
cent. in prices, in the same currency, over $3,700,- 
000,000 worth of goods. lthis is onthe hypothke- 
sis that we are to pension off the manufacturers. 
That statement, however, is only made to show 
that the absurdity and folly of protection have an 
arithmetical expression on the pages of the census, 
I take the figures as I fing them, make the proper 
computations, ana showthe result. If we should 
abolish the protective system the 2,700,000 men 
would go to work to produce wealth. They would 
either make what they now make, or they would 
make something else to be given for the $8,700,000,- 
006 worth of goods. They would stop wasting, andj 
would contribute. I think that prices in the 
world’s market would rise probably by a smail 
margin before our supply and demand merged in 
the werld’s supply and demand, from which it has 
long been separated, but that is just the reason 
why free trade would not “ ruin our industries.”

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IMPORTANT TO MARRIED WOMEN. 

In the case of Mary Frank against the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company and George W. De- 
mond, tried before Judge Beach, of the Common 
Pleas, last December, the Judge has just rendered 
a decision important to married women holding 


policies on the lives of their husbands. In 1869 
the company issued to Mrs. Frank a policy 
on the life of her husband for $10,000, payable in 
January, 1884, or en his death before that time. 
Her husband paid the premiums up to July, 1876. 
in August, 1876, Mrs. Frank assigned the poliey to 
Demond as security for the payment of 
money borrowed by her husband. DUVemend 
paid the premiums subsequently falling 
due, and in January 1877, surrendered the 
policy to the eompany, and received from_ it 
$2,970 42, the surrender value of the policy. The 
Judge holds that the policy was not assignable by 
Mrs, Frank, and her assignment of it to Demond 
was therefore void under the deeisions ef the 
Court of Appeals in Eadie against Siimmons (26 
N. Y., 9) and subsequent cases, and that both 
the defendants are liable to her for a conversion of 
the policy, and gives judgment against them for 
the surremder value and interest, with costs.

THE STEVENS BATTERY—SENATOR FERRELL

TRENTON, N. J., March 1.—The Legislature 
was rather too unsettled this morning by the bi- 
centennial exercises, which took place in the after- 
noon, to get down to work.

Senator Ferrell, who will be Congressman in‘ 
place of Mr. Robeson, of Camden, to-morrow, re-. 
signed his seat in the Senate to-day. and the resig- 
nation evoked congratulatory and eomplimentary 
resolutions. The Senate also confirmed all the 
nominations sent in by the Governor yesterday ex-: 
cept that of J. Frank Fort, of Newark, and Mr. ; 
Simonson, for Prosecutor of Sussex. 

The bi-eentennial exercises, commemorative of' 
the first meeting of the New-Jersey Legislature, 
took place this afternoon in Taylor Hall. The 
hall was gayly festooned, and presented a brilliant 
picture. About 500 invitations had been sent out, 
Among those present were Gov. Ludlow, ex-Govs. 
Ward, Price, and Parker; Chancellor Runyon, many 
of the Supreme Court Judges, many ex-members 
of the Legislature, and a majority of the present 
Senators and Assemblymen. Speaker O’Connor 
presided. The Rey. Dr. Studdiford opened the 
exercises with prayer. Ex-Speaker Salter, who 
was to have been the orator of the day, was pre- 
vented by sickness from attendance, and Senator 
Nichols read his address.

CuHicasco, March 1.—The Tribune’s Oshkosh 
special says: ‘The marriage of Lizzie McCourt 
with the Senator from Colorado has been a mstter 
of gossip in this city for some time past, and no 
little amount of speculation has been indulged in 
regarding the part played by the lady 
in catching the bonanza. The bride, who 
is the daughter of Peter MoCoeurt, was 
born, raised, and educated in Oshkosh 
and while at present she is attracting a great 
deal of attention on account of her lucky mar- 
Tiage, it is ,only a. little more than she 


did when a resident’ of this city. She 
was regarded as a devotee of fashion, and was par- 
ticularly noticeable by the elegance of her attire.

COMMERCIAL DISASTERS. 


THE UNION TRON. AND‘ STEEL COMPANY’S 
AFFAIRS—NEW FAILURES REPORTED. 


CLEVELAND, March 1.—A preminent stock- 
holder of the Union Iron and Steel Company, of 
Chicago, said to your correspondent to-day that 
the inventory shows that at the lowest valuation 
the property {is worth $1,250,000, the capital stock 
is $1,600,000, and that the contraets the company 
have represent $200,000 more. He said that the re- 
sumption of: eperations has resolved itself into a 


question of labor. The workmen demand from 20 
to 80 per cent. higher pay than is given in the East. 
When their places were filled with other men during 
the late strike, the Mayor of Chicago refused pro- 
tection. The cempany was obliged to take back 
the old men, and from that hour the Amalgamated 
Association controlled the milis. He said that if 
the men wouid work at the seale of prices paid in 
Cleveland and Pittsburg the works could be start-, 
ed up again at once. He also stated that what- 
ever Mr. Amasa Stone says will be done. Mr. Stone 
isthe heaviest creditor, the company owing him 
$800,000 for money loaned, . fora débt he 
indorsed and will have to pay, and, in addition, a 
large sum advanced to pay operatives when the 
works shut down. 

The Cleveland Furnace i weg a furnace and 
iron company operating under a lease at Steuben- 
ville, failed this morning; liabilities, $90,000; assets 
from $80,000 to $40.000. A reporter called this 
afternoon at the office of the company in the At- 
water Block, and found tke place empty, with a 
paper in the window announcing that the store- 
room will soon be occupied by another firm. In- 

uirles among ore-dealers and others developed 
the statement that the company, which is a small 
concern, failed six weeks ago, but was given an 
extension of time.

ALTOONA CITIZENS INDIGNANT. 

Auroona, Penn., March 1.—The city of Al- 
toona has paid its obligations heretofore, with the 
exception of last July, when a portion of the 
interest due was not paid. It is true that 
the taxes levied for the payment of in- 
terest on the permanent improvement loan 
is not sufficient to pay the interest; yet the 
city has never failed to pay the interest exeept as 
above stated. These improvement bonds bear 7 
per cent. interest and could not be refunded until 
18838. The Councils Cemmittee on Ordinance are 
now framing an ordinance to provide for the 
refunding of these bonds at 4 or 4% per 
cent. interest. The issue of the $150,000 of oid 
bonds in 1878 was perfectly legal, and there 
is no question .about the redemption of 
the same. The interest has been paid on them 
since 1873. An indignation meeting isto be held, 
followed by an investigation as to the authership 
of the dispatches alleging mismamagement in the 
financial affairs of Altoona.

ARRIVAL OF M. VIGNAUX. 


A WARM RECEPTION—HI8 ‘ CONFIDENCE 
HIS SUCCESS, 


Gentlemen interested in the exact science of 
cushion-caroms, and sporting society at large, were 
greatly agitated yesterday concerning the arrival 
of Maurice Vignaux, the French billiard champion.

As soon as the gang-plank was run out 
there wasascramble to grasp his hand, but the 
champion modestly retreated to his cabin. where 
he received the congratulations of his friends. 
After the baggage had been attended to, M. Vig- 
naux walked down the gang-plank with his wife, @ 
pretty woman, somewhat younger than her bus- 

and, ard with a much better command of the 
English language than M. Vignaux possesses. The 
champion said that he always dreaded the 
sea, but that on this occasion he had suffered 
only slightly from sea-sickness. The party was then 
driven to the Hotel Griffen, at No. 19 West Ninth- 
street, where M. Vignaux expects to remain during 
his stay in the City. After lunch he visited several 
prominent billiard-rooms, and after dinner enjoyed 
a reception at the Columbia Billiard-rooms, at 
Twenty-third-street and Broadway, where, among 
others, were Messrs. Sexton, Heiser, Dion, Strauss, 
and Sbaefer. At the conclusion of the reception 
M. Vignaux gave a private exhibition of his skill in 
aroom above the main saloon, where he expects 
to practice during the next two weeks, pefore his 
departure for Chicago. After a display of some 
pyrotechnic fancy shots, M. Vignaux executed a 
trifling run of a hundred or so plain earoms, and 
looked around the room as if to invite a victim at 
afriendly game.

I do 
not know. Iam entirely at the disposal of Mr. 
Collender, who has brought me over to this coun- 
try.

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‘A STATEN ISLAND MYSTERY

‘THE CAUSE OF ANNIE SMITE’S IN: 
JURIES STILL UNEXPLAINED. 

A BELIEF THAT THE CHILD HAS NOT TOLD 

THE TRUTH—ALLEGED CRUEL TREAT- 

MENT BY HER STEPMOTHER. 


Annie Smith, the young girl who was so 
mysteriously wounded in the left breast last Tues- 
day afternoon while putting wood in the kitchen 
range in her father’s house on the Richmond Road, 
pear New-Dorp, Staten Island, is lying in avery 
critical condition. Dr. O’Dea says that she may 
possibly reeover, although the chances are against 
it. The cause of the accident, if such it be, is as 
much a mystery as when it occurred. William H. 
OQ. Smith, the child’s father, is an architectural 
draughtsman, with an office in the Boreel Building 
in this City. He is about 50 years old and has lived 
on Staten Island for 20 years. Mr. Smith's first wife 
Was a Miss Annie Mullen, of Troy. She bore 
him three boys and one girl, the latter being An- 
nie, the victim of the accident. Soon after his 
wife’s death, 10 years ago, Mr. Smith secured as 
housekeeper Mrs. Thomas Weare, of Stapleton, 
Staten Island, whose husband was boek-keeper 
\for a lamber-dealerin that village.’ The couple 
gubsequently separated, and Mrs. Weare and Mr. 
Smith were married. Four more children were 
‘born to Mr. Smith, all of whom are living. Mr. 
Smith yesterday cave to a Times reporter a version 
of the accident to bis daughter. He told the story 
with much hesitation, and was frequently inter- 
rupted by requests from his wife that he perform 
geme duties about the house. He stated 
that at about 3 P. M. last Tuesday Annie 
was alone in the kitchen with her youngest 
half-brother, agea between 2 and 3 years. The 
rest of the family were in a reom on the next floor. 
Suddenly a sound as of somebody falling was 


beard. Mrs. Smith sent ‘* Tony,” Annie's brother, 

xt older than herself, down to see what it was. 
fie returned, saying Annie was lying on the floor 
at the foot of the stairs and would not tell him 
What the matter was. His wife and himself 
rushed down stairs and found Annie lying 
on her back unconscious. Water was dashed 
in her face and she revived. He brought 
ea tud to give her a hot bath and 
when they were undressing her they discovered a 
gmali wound on the left breast, from which a little 
blood had flown. He asked her what had occurred, 
and she said that she was poking a stick of wood 
which she had put into the range, when all 
at once it burst up with sparks and a blaze 
and went off with a bang. The Jargest 
pf the pieces hit her in the breast. 
There were two pistols in the house, but neither of 
them was near the kitchen. One was a seven-shot 
revolver of 22 calibre. On examination, after the 
accident, it was found that there were four loaded 
and three empty shells init. The other revolver 
was untouched. After the accident Mr. Smith said 
he took the ashes out of the stove, and svbsequent- 
ly examined them with a Helico officer. There 
were nosbells or cartridges in the ashes. The 
yvood used in the range was green limbs and old 
planks from the floor ofastable. Mr. Smith was 
gure that Annie did not try to commit suicide, as 
‘was suggested. She was pleasantly situated, not 
given to melancholy, and often said she loved her 
stepmother more than she did him. The only 
theory he had was that the heat had liberated some 
sort of gas in the stove which exploded, hurling a 
splinter or perhaps a piece of nail from the cid 
planks into his daughter's breast.

THE REPUBLIC SAILS AND! NEITHER , THE 
: CAPTAIN NOR FIRST OFFICER I8 ARRESTED. 


’ The order of arrest granted by Judge Dono- 
hne, in the Supreme Court, Wednesday afternoon, 
im the suit of Thomas Dowse, a stowaway on the 
steam-ship Glamorgan, against Capt. Paul J, Irving 
and First Officer Thomas Barrett, of the White 
Star steam-ship Republic, for $25,000 damages for 
alleged illegal imprisonment, was placed in the 
hands of Deputy Sheriffs McCarty and O'Connor 
for service, The officers went during the evening 
to the New-York Hotel and other places frequented 
by Capt. Irving when he is on shore, but they failed 
to find either the Captain or Barrett. Early yester- 
day morning the Sheriff's officers went to the 


White Star dock, where the Republic was making 
preparations to sail. McCarthy reached the pier 
at 7:30 o’clock and O’Connor was on hand soon 
afierward. They made as thorough a search of 
the steamer as jandsmen could be expected to 
make, but were unsuccessful in finding either of 
the officers on board. The Deputy Sheriffs then 
took up positions at opposite ends of the vessel and 
closely scrutinized every person who went aboard 
the steamer. At 10o0’clock the gang-planks were 
hauled in, and the lines were cast off, and the Re- 
public headed down the stream. The Sheriff's ot- 
ficers then gave up the chase. Deputy Sheriff Me- 
Carthy said he supposed the Captain and first of- 
ficer were concealed in some part of the vessel 
which he had failed to explore, although he made 
as thorough a search ashe could. He thought it 
possible, however, that Irving and Barrett had 
gone aboard at Quarantine, or in the beat which 
went to take off the pilot. He said he should look 
for the officers in the City last evening ** with little 
hope of success.”’ 

Mr. R. J. Cortis, the agent of the White Star Line, 
said yesterday that Capt. Irving had acted hastily 
in detaining Dowse, the stowaway, who was res- 
cued from the wreck of the Glamorgan. Mr. Cor- 
tis first heard of the matter while at breakfast last 
Sunday morning. He immediately hurried over to 
the steam-ship and told Capt. Irving to release the 
man. Ataboutthe same time Mr. J. Pierrepont 
Edwards, the British Consul, came on board and 
asked to see Dowse, who wag then leaving the ves- 
sel. The latter voluntarily answered all the ques- 
tions which were put to him, and listened to some 
good advice from the Consul. Mr. Cortis told 
Dowse to call at his office and promised to 
help him to find employment. The man was 
not threatened in any way. Mr. Cortis thought 
Dowse was a very respectable, honest fellow. 
On Monday the stowaway called at the White Star 
office and said that he wished to go to work. Mr. 
Cortis asked him if he was willing to be employed 
as a’longshoreman. He replied that he was, and 
was given a letter to the Superintendent of the 
White Stardock. This letter, however, was never 
presented. Mr. Cortis said that if the Captain and 
chief officer of the Republic nad been arrested 
that vessel would have been detained in port 
until to-day. The officers would have been 
bailed, and the - only real result * would 
have been the delay of the passengers and 
mails for about 24 hours. It would have taken at 
least four hours to have bailed the officers, and by 
that time the tide would have fallen. Mr. Cortis 
saw Chief Officer Barrett on the bridge ef the Re- 
public as she moved out into the stream. He did 
not know when or where Capt. Irving boarded his 
vessel, but as she crossed the bar soon after noon 
he inferred that he was on beard. Sne would not 
have gone to sea without a Captain. 

Mr. J. Pierrepont Edwards, the British Consul, 
said yesterday afternoon that when he heard of 
the detention of Dowse last Sunday morning he 
went downtothe Republic. The man had then been 
released and was going ashere, together with some 

assengers who had been allowed to remain on 
board allnight. At the request of the Consul, 
Dowse came back and voluntarily answered the 
questions which were put to him. He impressed the 
Consul as an honest fellow,and his statement that he 
had stowed himself away on the Glamorgan be- 
cause he could find no work in Liverpool seemed 
to be a perfectly true one. Mr. Edwards advised 
Dowse, among other things, to mind his own 
business, and promised to try and find work for 
him. With this intention he asked the man to cail 
at the consulate. On Monday tke latter called, but 
Mr. Edwards was too busy to see himthen. After- 
wards the Consul ascertained that a lawyer who 
represented himself as the counsel of Dowse had 
been on board the Republic. Dowse called again 
at the consulate and stated positively that he bad 
employed no lawyer whatever. He acknowledged 
that he had simply been watched on board the Re- 
public from the time the vessel reached Quarantine 
until the following merning, and that he had been 
treated with kindness. Dowseé was not threatened 
im any way. Mr. Edwards was of the opinion that 
Dowse was not a free agept in the matter, 


RUINED BY SHARPERS. 


MR. P. & BAILEY’S UNFORTUNATE BUSINESS 
SPECULATIONS. 

Detective Crowley, of the Fifteenth Pre- 
cinct, brought to the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday Philetus 8. Bailey, a man of re- 
speetable appearance, whom ke had arrested on 
complaint of Charles White, who describes him- 
self as a broker and claims to have an office at No. 
27 Union-square. Bailey is 47 years of age, and 
his home is at Wilkesbarre, Penn. He is tempo- 
rarily boarding at No. 11 West Twelfth-street. He 
was charged by White with issuing a check for 


$100 on the Nassau National Bank, of Brooklyn, in 
which bank,ne bad no account. The complainant 
alleged that Bailey had borrowed $245 frem him, 
giving him as security a quantity of jewelry, to- 
gether with a power of attorney to sell the 
same. A few days afterward Bailey came to 
him and inquired if the jewelry had been 
sold, and, on learning that it had not, 
said he had a customer for it, whereupon 
White restored the jewelry to him and he received 
fram Bailey a eheck for 4100, drawn on the Nassau 
National bank, of Brooklyn, in part payment of his 
indebtedness. This check he subsequentiy discov- 
ered to be worthiess. and he had, therefore, caused 
his arrest. When Bailey was arraigned he ap- 
peared to be utterly broken down. He was evi- 
dently suffering from nervous prostration, and 
wept bitterly while the complainant was giving 
his evidence. His counsel, Amwrose.H. Purdy, 
told the magistrate that Bailey had formerly been 
in the ice business, and bad amassed a fortune, 
which he lost through unfortunate .business ven- 
tures. He cametothis City some months ago to 
save what he could out of the wreck of his fortune, 
and had fallen in with sharpers, who had fleeced 
him outof nearly $20,000. Turning to White, Purdy 
said: “If you’re the plaintiff in this case, you are 
necessarily a thief.’”’ Bailey then told his story. 
He said that after having been swindled by the 
parties referred to, he fell in with White, to whom 
he told his troubles, and who appeared to sympa- 
thiza with him. They planned to go into busi- 
ness together, dealing in essential oils, and 
he gave White a pawn-ticket for a diamond ring 
worth $800, which was pledged for $200. White 
redeemed the ring and holds possession of it. 
Bailey was introduced to a man named King, who, 
it was represented, bad just arrived from London, 
and had $400 or $500 which he was going to put 
iuto the business. ‘[hey hired an office at No. 20 
West Twelfth-street. On the 26th of January 
White said he was in need of money to meet some 
bills. nap | told him he had none, and White 
thereupon banded hima blank check which he 
wanted him to fillup and signin the presence of 
King to give the latter the impression that he 
(Bailey) was putting some money into the busi- 
He was persuaded by White to sign the 
White knowing at the time that he 

had no account in the bank upon which 
it was drawn. The next day Bailey repented of 
his action and asked White to return the cheek to 
bim and White told him he had burned it. Bailey 
also added that White had sold a ring belonging to 
him worth $200 for $125, and all he had received 
from White was $23. He had been in business for 
many years, and had mever been charged with 
crime or arrested for any offense. Justice Petter- 
sen asked White whether he had been im partner- 


skip with Bailey when the check was given, and’ 


he admitted that there were regular articles of 
partnership drawn up. Counsel for the accused 
claimed that thecheck was given without any con- 
sideration and was known to be worthiess when 
given, and therefore asked for the discharge of his 
client.

HONORING , THE 
ER IN TRUE CLASSIO STYLE.- — 

There was “thunder in the air around Del- 
monico’s last night, for Oceanos, Coios, Crios, Hy- 
perion, Japetus,and Cronos, sons of Colus and 
Terra, otherwise known as the Titams, with a great 
many more of thelr brotherhood not mentioned by 
Homer or Dr. Anthon, sat down to their annual 
feast, in honor of the first day of Spring,when their 
mother earth awakens from her sleep in the arms 
of Winter. The brothers marched into the room, 
headed by John A. Seaton, their cup-bearer, sing- 
ing a wierd dithyrambic ode. They passed under 
acanopy painted blue and decorated with stars, 
which they each touched. Their High Priest, J. 
Trumbull Smith, read the invocation to Mater 


Terra, and John B. Woodward, Chief Titan, deliv- 
ered a salutatory, after which the feast began in 
true classic style. 

The first ceremony was the libatien of wine, with 
an offering of salt tothe household gods. Then 
six Thracian boys entered with silver basins full of 
tepid water which they gave, with napkins, toeach 
guest, that he might wash his hands before eating. 
This done, an aged slave bore round a small flagon 
of Chian wine, diluted with snow water, while an- 
other dispensed bread from a basket of gilded 
scroll werk. Now began the first course, which 
consisted of fresh eggs, boiled bard, with lettuce, 
radishes, and rockets, olives of Venafrum, and the 
choicest dainty of the classic day—hot sausages 
served upon gridirons of silver, with therich gravy 
dripping through the bars upon asauce of Syrian 
prunes and pomegranates. Then, to the melody 
of Lydian lutes, two slaves introduced 
a high silver dish, loaded by the mighty 
brawn of a huge Umbrian boar. This 
was garnished with chevril leaves, and wes moist- 
ened with a rieh sauce of anchovies, the dregs of 
Coan wine, white pepper, vinegar, and olives. 
Hyperion-Lock wood brandished his knife in grace- 
fuland expressive gestures. He plunged it into 
the meat; the delicious flavor rushed up into his 
nostrils. He laid down the knife and murmured 
with a sich of satisfaction, “‘Oh Zeus, how glo- 
rious!
